USE OF INCUBATORS. 

Successful egg production involves the 
raising of a number of chicks in order to 
have suflicient pullets to lay from October 
onwards, 

With medium-sized flocks the hatching and 
rearing are simple enough, but large-scale 
production necessitates artificial methods, 
with which difficulties may arise. The essen- 
tial appliances for artificial methods are in- 
cubators and. brooders. If an incubator is 
required H 1s always wiser for the beginner 
to buy a new one of standard m: ake: second: 
hand machines are often sold for some fault 
or other. 


Size of Brooders. 


In purchasing a brooder it is important to 
choose one Jarge enough to accommodate the 
uumber of birds to: be reared. Much more 
space is required for chicks when they are 
a month old than at the beginning. A brooder 
of 100-chick size will only accommodate 50 
after’ a few wecks’ time. 

The brooder-should be prepared two days 
before the chickens hatch out, the — hav- 
ing its wick carefully trimmed and set at the 
right height of “flame.

Foods and Feeding 


the foods used will depend on what is 
available on the farm or what can be ob- 
tained in the district. Whatever food is 
chosen, it should be nutritious, easily 
digested, and should contain the necessary 
elements for vigorous growth and develop- 
ment. Indigestible and fibrous foods must be 
avoided, 

Chicks should

fully reared on a combination of grain and 
soit mash. The first food may consist of 
little pinhead oatmeal and fine grit; stale 
bread steeped in milk and made crumbly 
with fine sharps, breadcrumbs moistened 
with a little beaten-up raw egg—the infer- 
tile can be used for this. purpose.

For the nash porridge made 
equal parts oatmeal and Indian meal, dried 
off, with fine sharps or flaked maize, soaked 
in boiled milk, made crumbly with sharps, 1s 
good feeding, and for variety biscuit meal 
steeped in milk is also good, Commercial 
chick: mixtures can also be purchased, but 
care should he taken to see that they are 
free from grittiness and indigestible materials. 
Freshness is important, and can best be 
told by the smell. 

When the chicks are two months old they 
can be given whole wheat or whole oats and 
cracked maize. 

A supply of milk should always be kept 
over for the cliicks, being the very best form 
of animal food, and cannot be excelled for 
promoting rapid growth and development. 
Milk ean be given to drink instead of water. 
Whether milk or ‘water is used for drinking 
it should .be clean and pure, and given in 
clean vessels, which should he washed and 
scalded regularlv. Many diseases amongst 
chicks are caused through drinking foul 
water or use of*dirty utensils. 

Chicks should be supplied with grit when 
kept in confinement, the best being fine flint 
grit. which can be obtained from vendors of 
poultry foods.

Green Food. 


Where chicks are reared indoors green food 
is an essential part of the diet- fresh young 

cabbage chines, lettuce, dandelion, 
wattie or onions are all suitable, and should 
he finely chopped up and mixed through the 
food, Lettuce and cabbage shoots “might 
also be bung up in the rup a few inches 
frqm the ground, 

When chicks are young they should be fed 
regularly and often. Their crops are small, 
and they can eat only a little at a time. 
For the first fortnight they should be fed 
every two hours. giving them only as much 
food as they will eat up in ten minutes, 
giving grain first in the morning and last at 
night. The intervals between meals can be 
lengthened as age advances, Soft food 
should always be given on clean boards -or in 
troughs, and never on the ground. 

Chickens should be kept growing from the 
start, and the cockerels killed or sold off as 
soon as possible. It does not pay to keep 
them over for breeding purposes unless they 
are of exceptionally well bred strains.—M.

SOME THINGS THE 
FARMER CANNOT ALTER. 


FARMERS, THE: STATE, AND 
SOME WORLD CONDITIONS. 


Lhe more we ponder the Irish farmer’s 
problem the clearer it is that it contains some 
elements which he alone can deal with, in 
which the State may hinder but cannot 
effectively help him, and a few in which the 
State’s assistance is nec essary, but that there 
are several which cannot be resolved cither 
by individual or State action, but which, like 
“the act of God or the King’s enemies,”’ 
must admittedly be left out of ‘all our calcu- 
lations. Amongst the first are his own 1n- 
dustry and the intelligence with which he 
addresses himself to making the best of his 
circumstances. i 

_ Amor “st the second we may reckon the 
incidence of taxation, and, no less, the ques- 
tion of whether that taxation 1s spent not 
merely on the necessary upkeep of the State 
as preserving a certain measure of order and 
the necessary amenities of civilisation, but 
also on putting within his reach those neces- 
sary adjuncts to good farming which a frunt- 

ful education show to be necessary, either in 
the school or, later, upon the farm itself. It 
is, however, of the last group, those elements 
over which neither the State nor the indivi- 
dual can exercise a direct or effective control 
that we desire now to write. 


Wheat Prices and General Prices in 


the World Market. 


We cannot enumerate all of those elements 
and some of them it is unnecessary to discuss. 
The power to adjust weather lies outside the 
scope of the physical science of to-day. The 
limitat:) ns of soil and climate are also, sc 
far, inescapable. Let us therefore hit owr 
enquiries to matters upon which human 
nature, as being in some ineasure adaptable 
to the pressure of changing circumstances, 
imay be regarded as partly or wholly re- 
sponsible tor conditions which are outside the 
orbit of the individual’s and even the nation’s 
power to adjust. 

Perhaps the most serious of these are those 
economic factors which determine world 
prices, and thus, indirectly, dictate the return 
Which Irish, in common with British, 
farmers receive for their produce.. They are 
very complicated. It sounds very simple to 
talk of supply and demand, but those two 
elements exist only in relation to each other, 
and neither oí them is at all simple when 
considered in relation to the other. 

It may seem unimportant to us whether 
good or had seasons, glutted or meagre 
markets, sway the situation of those millions 
who labour in the rice fields of India; but as 
rice is, over immense tracts of country, the 
equivalent of wheat, it will matter greatly 
iu the long run whether the Asiatic peoples 
have more rice to consume or whether, for 
lack of it (or for some other they 
turn to wheat or some other cereal food. For 
wheat is one measure of general agricultural 
prosperity. 

So important is the world’s wheat crop that 
the International Institute of. Agriculture 
takes an annual census of it, prospectively, 
before all the harvests are reaped or the 
yields recorded, but retrospectively aíter- 
wards. Indeed, it is held that a very im- 
portant relation exists between the price of 
wheat on the chief markets of the world and 
the general price index of the richest of the 
civilised States, U.S.A. 

Studies are being carried on, the results of 
which are noted in a recent issue of the 
‘International Review of Agriculture,’ and: 
although clear results are not yet forthcom- 
ing, the parallels between wheat prices and 
general nrices leave: little room for doubt that 
the inter-relations between the two are 
amdéngst the’ conditions which govern agricul- 
tural price. 

It was no doubt some such view which in- 
fluenced Germany, when her whole monetary 
system was on the verge of collapse, to ‘make 
wheat prices a measure of general values. 
And this is no mere’ academié guédstion which 
mav be thrust aside as of little or no interest 
to Irish farmers. It may not apparently affect 
the prices of our principal exports in 1929 
whether the prices for world wheat advance 
or recede during the year; but even less 
obviously connected factors mm agricultural 
prices than the relation of prices to the 
yield and acreage sown of the principal cereal 
crops in the great wheat fields of the world 
influence the returns from stock-raising. 

Avart from the fact that successful com- 
petition for cereals on the open market is 
greatly influenced by a changing supply in 
relation to an increasing demand, the price 
of cattle feeds--in part a result o. these re- 
actions—is an element in cattle raising by 
which Irish farmers are influenced. Besides 
this, there is the changing taste of the 
consumer to consider. It is not only hecause 
he has less money to spend on beef than he 
had before the war that the average middle- 
class British purchaser of Irish heef no 
loneer desires hig cuts from big, fat beasts. 

We have had to consider catering for the 
haby heef trade for other reason. The 
doctors, in conspiracy with thoze patients 
whose professional and other hank halances 
have shrunk, recommend less meat and— 
many -of them—more wheat. This is one 
reason why we think the view that a concen- 
tration on tillage and dairving, rather than 
pasture and the breeding of big stores, is a 
wise policy for Ireland. But we do not 
desire to dogmatise on this aspect of a com- 
plex situation The one ddgma we would 
underline is that it is always: wise to try to 
understand our customers’ wants, and especi- 
allv in relation to their pockets. 

We have not in this brief consideration of 
certain elements which it lies bevond the 
power of the farmer seriously to affect, yet 
which unquestionably affect his own future, 
brought under review some of those larger 
issues which manv writers regard as almost 
inevitably compelling agriculture to take a 
place second to the sheltered, and, perhaps, 
even the unsheltered, industries. Problems 
of currency, the restricted nature of the 
demand and the inelasticity of its relation fe 
the varving supply, raise: questions which 
sooner or later the farmer must face, perhaps 
internationally 

But we may be asked what effect, other 
than damping the spirits of our cultivators. 
and so speeding up a too hasty rural exodus, 
can the discussion of these larger questions, 
or even the smaller quéstions posed in this

SHORTHORNS AND MILK 
PRODUCTION. 


THE STORE CATTLE TRADE. 


Mr. James Cameron writes :—All Ireland 
is deeply indebted to a small number of red, 
white and roan pioneers who bought or hired 
Killerby and Warlaby bulls from sixty to 
eighty yeaus ago for the improvement of 
Irish stock. "Even now, after so much 
Cruickshank blood has been used in your 
country, many characteristics of the old Booth 
cattle appear. The typical Booth heads, 
with their round horns and eyes set further 
forward “in the-bead than in Bates and Knigit- 
ley animals, for instance, are not so fre- 
quently met with as they were a quarter of 
a century ago, and the bulk of. the cattle 
are ‘shorter on their legs. “till the old order 
can be traced to a considerable extent. 

The Warlaby and Killerby blood, with its 
strong couceutration, did a world... of good 
in laying a useful milk-and-flesh foundation. 
It was the power at the base of the Jrish 
cattle trade, and that trade has, of 
course, been immensely stimulated by the 
premier bull system. But | should like to 
point out that a section of- Irish breeders 
near the creameries are now apt to torget 
the general purpose nature of the ordinary 
shorthorn. ‘They are pushing the cattle in- 
dustry for milk, and are thus to some extent 
spoiling the breed for the store stock trade. 
‘Those who aim at an average of 800 or 900 
gallons. or mere = cow cannot be expected 
to keep for long to the blocky, beefy frames 
in their cows. In spite of them, the = 
for gallons tends to produce : somethi ing of ; 
wedgy shape, with thin shoulders and oe 
minent, hip bones. ; 

before there was talk of Irish creameries 
vour country was a great breeding centre tor 
hardy, useful dairy cows, which were special 
favourites along the Ka: st coast of Scotland 
from North Fife, on by Dundee to Aberdeen 
and further North. Most of those cows 
would vield round about 700° to 750 gallons 
in a lactation. The 'y were never bred from 
in city and suburban dairies. Jt was a case 
of milk-and-flesh until they went to the fat 
after ten months or so of keep. 
Dairies of that order are being pushed more 
and more into the country, but the Edin- 
burch and Leith dairies have still a 5 
hold.. Those dairies patronise North of Eng- 
land cows—nothing “exceptional as milkers 
in some cases, but great-framed lots when 
fat, as visitors from your country must have 
noticed at the Scottish National Shows in 
Leecember. 

My contention is that you can easily make 
the Irish Shorthorn a highly specialised 
milking variety, and if you do, what is to 
become of your stere cattle trade? My own 
idea is that Lreeders in general~even those 
who aré near the creameries—should not lose 
sight of the general purpose animal. A cow 
in her working life should produce 7 or 8 
calves as a’ rule, and if she 1s of the wedgy 
formation hee offspring may be reduced in 
value to the extent of 20s. to 30s. per head 
for the feeder. In the meantime the dairy 
bull and the dairy heifer with milk records 
in: their pedigrees are in demand both in Ire- 
land and..England, but sooner or later the 
beef aspect, must take its oid place. So far as 
stores are concerned, the beefy cows when 
crossed by an Aberdeen-Angus leave much 
better feeders than do the  thin-framed, 
aligular cows. i 

Irish specialists in dairying i 
course, set their course for pure '“milking 
machines,” and make the Shorthorn a pro- 
ducer of gallons. They may be ready to let 
the store stock slip while aiming at 100 gal- 
lons extra per cow. One can understand this 
view. It is on a par with the like of Ayr- 
shire and Jersey practice, where the heifer 
calves not wanted for breed go right off 
as ‘slitk veal. Whether Ireland can go far on 
such‘a’ fine’ is ‘another question. The popula- 
tion is not there—taking the country as a 
whole, are whole question is an interesting 
one; and’ it.is being: carefully watched by 
the Bainis of Agriculture and by the 
ft] strength*of practical farmers. “The “' im- 
mneditengss, ” so to say, of the creqmery 
system -i8’ a’ great attractiom. It puts men in 
command of ready money, and so tends to 
do away with the slavishness incidental to 
long credit.

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article, produce? We might answer by s say- 
ing that the more ful'ty all the relevant and 
basic facts are understood and considered the 
better. But we go further than this. 

We do not admit that the existence in farm- 
ing of conditions which lie outside the imme- 
diate power of the individual or even the 
State adequately to adjust should sage a 
farmers to complete inaction, followed by the 
indifference of desparr. The clearer it he- 
comes that individual action is hopeless, the 
mors it is evident that combination Is essen- 
tial, and the more helpless is the individual 
State the greater is the need for international 
conference, and a pooling of their knowledge 
by-those States hith live by agriculture, and 
even those other, numerous “and powerful 
when considered together, to whom farming 
thevgh not their chief asset at the moment, 
is ultimately essential to economic salvation 
or even national existence. 

The League of Nations Economic Council 
should be requisitioned to help in this, and 
the International Institute of Agriculture en- 
couraged to continue its good work. But re- 
snits on so large a scale may be slow. Is 
there nothing that farmers themselves can do 
ineantime? We think there is. When men 
capnot directly determine their own income 
they must adjust their spending. If farmers 
knew that their control of price is Jimited 
ny forces outside their control théy will con- 
centrate on conquering those elements con- 
stituting profit whieh lie within their power, 
studying their consumers’ wants and qualifying 
themselves to meet those wants and preparing 
and grading their produce to satisfy them. 
At thie least, they can do two things: Jearn 
what they can de for themselves and what the 
State can do to help them, leaving the other 
factors aside until they have fuller know- 
ledge. 

All this implies study: of what their better 
ellucated neighbours do, of what their local 
co-operative society or farmers’ union can do 
for them, or what the Department of Agricul- 
ture can teach them. Incidentally, it means 
that they should read the papers written for 
their guidance, less perhaps for technical facts 
than for a stimulus to thought, which, in 
cidentally, is one principal object for which

PROBLEMS OF THE PIG 
PRODUCER. 


FEEDING: VERSUS BREEDING. 


Even though incorrect feeding may pre- 
vent a pig from de veloping a desir able type 
ot carcase from the bacon curers point ol 
view, the effect of feeding m this ‘connection 
is small in comparison with the inheritance 
for this factor. And when tle probl m 15 
viewed from the other uspect—namely, the 
improvement in type of earcase by breeding 
and feeding—the latter fades almost, into du 
significance. The long sided, deep hamined, 
licht shouldered, and economical bacon car- 
case is a product of careful selection of breed. 
ing stock of the werrect type rather than ol 
correct feeding.’ 

The great proble m*of the bacon. producer of 
to-day is to breed a strain, of animal which 
will be not alone ot the correct bacon type, 
but also economical in the conversion of food 
into-pio» meat; and, while -testing fosters 
the production of a desirable type of animal 
with a high milk yield, pig-testing along 
similar lines is desirabie for the increased pro 
duction of the bacon type of pig capable of 
civing maximum results in return for food 
fed. The problem is one. which involves col- 
lection of data of weights, and of foeds con- 
sumed followed by careful bhain of the 
efticient strain and the rigorous discarding of 
the inefficient.

Forage

ages of pregnancy, and while young pigs 
often supplement their meals hy meen feed- 
ing, yet the great majority. of pigs, especially 
of fattening , receive little or no green 
food. Statements are often made, however, 
that green food contains something which main 
tains pigs in health, and examples are quoted 
to prove that green food is a preventative 
agamst cramps and associated troubles in the 
stv, as well as a cure for that condition when 
it develops. The virtue of green food is in 
respect of— No. 1 its high protein content, 
ea. 2 ate content of assimilable minerals, and 
No. 3 the presence in §t in limited quantity 
of the we factor whieh is so abundantly 
radiated from sunlight, and which promotes 
growth of bone and general well- being. 

lt is obvious therefore that if the diet of 
pigs contains the proper proportion of protein 
and minerals, and if the animals receive direct 
light there is no necessity for green food ; nor 
Goes green food in such circumstances 
enhance the value of an otherwise well 
balanced diet. Neve rtheless green feeding is 
very valuable when the feeding or the accom. 
modation of the pig is imperfect; in addition 
iis a cheap food for stock animals not re- 
quiring much nourishment, and in the case of 
young stock it is useful both tor the purpose 
ot cheape ning the diet as well as for the ) ur- 
pose of developing in ‘them a se food h ube 
to be used effectively later for the conversion 
of meals into meat. In the case of the fatten 
ling pig which is correctiy fed, green food 
occupies no useful part of the ration; it 1s too 
fibrous for rapid fattening, and in any case 
the maximum amount of green food which a 
pig of jour or five months could consume 
daily would be equivalent to no more than 
about half a pound of meals.

General Management. 

Regularity of feeding is important, and 
when it is practised, no apparent difference 
in results Is produced from twice and thrice 
daily feeding. It is very difficult to lay down 
any hard and fast rules regarding the 
quantity of food to be given a pig during the 
various stages of growth. Usually very-good 
results -are obtained by feeding up to the 
limit. of the atfimal’s appetite. During the 
faitening stage the most pro fitable procedure 
ig nc doubt to forcé the ‘anintals along at a 
rapid rate and the best way to do it is to 
feed abundance-ol concentrated food. 

During the bonhdam stage, from weaning 
tothe dge of twélve’ or“féurtéen weeks, the 
object is to develop a frame and constituticn 
capable of putting on flesh at a rapid rate 
subsequently, and while any restriction ot 
food very grave error at that 
time, the feeding may be cheapened by 
allowing the bonhams on to pasture daily, 
or by supplying them with green forage crops 
when available. ‘he exercise given the pigs 
on pastures~1s a eonsiderable advantage, 10 
so far as it promotes growth, and the forma- 
tion of a strong constitution, therety 
producing a very favourable effect on the 
luter life of the pig. 

When the weather is 
a very wise practice to allow the suckling 
sow and her bonhams run on pasture fer 
portion of each day, the exercise and lhgnt 
effect doing them very much good indeed.

The Fattening Stage. 


During the fattening stage of the pig’s 
life very little exercise is needed; in fact, 
much exercise retards fattening. ‘Treated in 
the way outlined, and fed as prescribed, a 
good strain = of pigs reaches bacon- welg it 
ready for the butcher at six months of age, 
but, unfortunately, one frequently finds that 
the exceptionally thrifty strains of pig do oi 
conform to the best type of bacen. What 
an immense gain would accrue to the country 
if all the pigs produced reached bacon 
weights in less than six months, and at the 
same time produced the desirable type 0! 
carcase for bacen production! Emphasis 
has heen laid on the advantage of light ana 
exercise for the young pig, and what ha: 
been said an this connection for the animal 
destined for the butcher applies with greater 
force to the pig which is to be used for 
stock purposes. 

It is no uncommon thing to find the six 
months’ old young boar or sow a fat, stiff- 
going, if not crampy, animal, the result of 
intensive indoor feeding to produce weight 
and body appearance. The stock pig which 
is gives abundant exercise on the pasture 
is a much more vigorous and healthy animal, 
and more likely to produce productive progeny 
than the one otherwise treate 

Young pigs are frequently deprived of the 
opportunity of giving best results from 
efficient feeding by the presence of worms 
in their system. Worms usually accompany

The pants and boots worn by the prisoner 
were produced, and the witness said that 
marks were noticed on the soles of the boots 
like indentions caused by wire fencing. The 
ends of the pants were covered with clay.

After a period in hospital 
he was sent to Italy, and later returned to 
For three years he received medi- 
cal treatment at Blackrock, County Dublin, 
fur war wounds. He joined the Free State 
Army, but on account of the wounds pre- 
viously received he had to take his discharge. 
For three years and one month he worked at 
the Shannon scheme. 


MOVEMENTS DESCRIBED. 
Prisoner then gave details of his move- 
ments on the day that Kunz was injured. 
He visited a number of public-houses in Lime- 
rick after he left Ardnacrusha, and later had a

conversation with Detective Officer Mulroy 
at William street Barracks. He went by 
‘bus to Ardnacrusha again for medical 


attendance. He was last at the tail race at 
10.30 on the day that Kunz was attacked. 
Prisoner gave particulars of a conversation 
he had with Edward Cassidy. Cassidy took 
from his back pocket a bundle of money, 
and handed it to witness. He asked Cassidy 
what he would do with the money, and 
Cassidy told him to hold it until they would 
meet at Frawley’s public-house in Limerick. 
The prisoner hid the money under a stone 
at Park Bridge. He went to Frawley’s, but 
Cassidy was not there. When he was de- 
tained on December 21 he refused to explain 
his movements, as five police were asking 
him questions. He knew Kunz very well, 
and was always on good terms with him 
He had nothing to do with the murder or 
robbery of Kunz, 

In cross-examination the witness said that 
he was not putting the blame for the murder 


on anyone, He would not say that the 
money he received from Cassidy was the 
money robbed from Kunz. He believed at 


the time that Cassidy got the money either 
at home or from his brother for the purpose 
of getting married. 


THE MONEY, 

Mr. Carrigan—Between twenty minutes to 
six and five minutes to six on that evening 
Kunz was attacked and robbed of a large 
sum of money quite near to where you used 
to work as one of his gang.

Details of a motor accident at Latoon, Co. 
‘lare, were given before Judge McElligott 
at Ennis Circuit Court, when Michael O’Shea 
appealed against a fine of £5 imposed on 
him at Newmarket-on-Fergus Court by Dis- 
trict Justice Gleeson for the reckless driving 
of a motor lorry, as a result of which Mr.

DUBLIN’S NEW BRIDGES. 


POSSIBLE BURDEN ON THE 
RATEPAYERS. 

Mr. T. WESTROPP-BENNETT, Chairman, 
presided yesterday at the sitling of the ree 
State Senate. 

The Final Stage of the Limerick Corpora- 
tion Gas Undertaking (Pensions) Bill, 1928, 
was agreed to. 

The Report Stage of the Dublin Port and 
Docks (Bridges) Bill, 1929, was then taken.

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Goverr- 
ment, said that Mr, Johuson’s proposal would 
be that the same urban and five rural dis- 
trict councils and the municipal council would 
have to be elected before the 30th of June. 
They would have fresh bodies coming: into 
the couneils for about two years, while the 
actual proposals dealing with Greater Dublin 
were being considered.

mission were very exhaustive. Al] the actual 
information likely to be of use in dealing 
with the bill had been got by the Local Go.

COMMISSIONERS CONDEMNED. 

Mr. FARREN said that it was outrageous 
to think that the citizens of Dublin, who 
were paying nearly a million pounds in rates, 
were called ou to pay such a sam without 
having any right to say how it should he 
spent. As a citizen of Dublin, he objected 
to that. Now it was proposed, after six 
veais, to continue: that system for another 
eighteen months. The citizens he represented 
were not satisfied. with the Commissioner 
system. On every occasion possible the 
ordinary working man was  pauperised, 
and the high officials with £1,000 a 
vear had their salaries increased to £1,200.

CONTINUANCE OF THE 
ARMY. 


BRITISH MAINTENANCE 
PARTIES. 

The Defence Forces (Temporary  Pro- 
visions) Bill, 1929, was uext considered on 
the second reading. 

Mr, ROBINSON said that the country had 
been regaled with this measure year after 
year, and he wished to ask the Minister 
whether he was now in a position to give 
the Senate a definite date when a permanent 
Lill would be introduced, 

Mr. JOHNSON said that this bill contained 
246 sections aud eight schedules, und gave 
the soldier a great deal of authority. The 
bill had been introduced in 1923, and not ove 
singic section of it had been given proper 
discussion in either the Dail or the Fenate. 
lle asked what was the present state of the 
opganisation of the Army, and what was the 
Minister’s view as to the future, and how 
soon would the future be provided for. What 
control had the Oireachtas over the British 
Maintenance parties at Berehaven and Lough 
Swilly? He did not believe they had any, 
The Treaty stated that the Oireachtas had 
control over the armed forces in Free State 
territory, 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. FITZGERALD, Minister for Defenco, 
said that it would not be in the interests of 
the Army or the State to commit themselves 
to a permanent Act. The temporary nature 
of the Bill enabled them to discuss the sub- 
ject in all its bearings, and by discussion con- 
trol ihe Army. Senator Johnson had said 
that it was a long and complicated Bill, but 
such measures always were | complicated, 
especially where the discipline and control 
of an army were concerned.. He regarded 
the Army as a permanent institution, and 
that the officers at present in the Army had 
security of tenure, 

In connection with the powers contained 
in the Bill referred to by Mr. Johnson, the 
Minister said that these powers were never 
employed in normal times. So far as the 
Act before the Senate was concerned, they 
were only committing themselves to it, until 
the lst January next, but the Army would 
continue either in a temporary or permanent 
form us he considered it a necessary institu- 
tion. : 

The ‘Treaty provided for British mainten- 
ance. parties in the places mentioned, and 
these parties only carried arms in so far as 
the Free State permitted them to do so. 

He was anxious that there should be a 
permanent Bill as soon as possible in the 
best interests of the Army and the State. 
During the last year the Army bad been 
reduced considerably. They had done all 
that anyone could reasonably expect them to 
do. He hoped to bring in a permanevt Bill 
as soon as possible, and he did not want to 
be pressed hevond that on the subject. 

The second reading was carried 

The Senate adjourned until 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday next. 


SKERRIES LIFEBOAT 
DISASTER RECALLED.

DEATH OF MRS. ROSE KELLY. 


The death, which has occurred at Skervies, 
of Mrs. Rose Kelly, in her eighty fifth year, 
recalls a Jifeboat disaster in which many 
gallant Skerries men, Including Mrs. Kelly’s 
husband, lost their lives. In the early hours 
of the morning of Candlemas Sunday, 1878, 
the ship Sarah of Runcorn was in difliculties 
off Balbriggan, and Mre. Kelly's husband, 
among others, was called to man the lifeboat 
and put out to the rescue. Batiling unsuccess- 
fully with a stormy winter’s sea, the gallant 
lifeboat crew gave their lives in the effort 
to rescue the Sarah of Runcorn’s crew. 

Mrs. Kelly’s remains were laid to rest 
heneath the marble slab in Holmpatrick 
Cemetery which commemorates the disaster.

DEADLOCK. 


NEW TERMS NOT 
ACCEPTABLE. 


The Carlow Company 's new offer to the 
beet-growers is stated to be “ unaccept- 
able.’’

“ NOT ACCEPTABLE.”’ 

The exact terms of the Committee's 
decision were not disclosed, but it was 
learned unofficially that they were based 
on the fact that the latest offer of the 
Trish Sugar Manufactur:ng Company, 
Limited, was not acceptable. 

One grower when questioned on the 
matter by an Trish Times representative 
declared that he did not think there was 
likely to be an agreement. 

An improvement of @s. per ton for 
sugar-beet, it 1s understood, would bring 
the sugar company’s amended offer to 47s., 
and this, with certain other provisions, 
would ensure the growing of sufficient beet 
this season. 

What will happen if the counter-pro- 
posals made by the growers are not agreed 
to remains to be seen. 

A great many farmers who grew sugar- 
beet during the past three yea.s have 
already prepared as much land as they 
will require for that and othe: crops. If 
they decide not to grow “ sugar-beet,”’ 
they will turn from it to more extensive 
grain cultivation. , 

Suvar-beet at a fair price is admittedly 
a remunerative crop, and growers are in 
sisting on getting sufficient not only to 
cover the heavy cost of labour, but to leave 
them a reasongble profit.

THE SUICIDE CLUB, 
(By JOSEPH MURPHY.) 


S AID she, “Will you put down that 
magazine for a minute and listen to 


me?” 

With a sigh, I put it down. My wife 
returned to the account book which Jay in 
front of her. I hate that book, which 
always balances on the wrong side. 

“ Last year we worked like . . . like...” 

“ Blazes,’’ I suggested. 

** Like beavers, ”’ she amended, ‘‘ and we 

“ What's the use of raking all that up 
again?’’ I protested, with a nasty, empty 
feeling under my belt-buckle. 

“ What's the ure in shoving your head 
into the sand like an ostrich?’’ she 
retorted. 

Talking of birds, how about having a 
shot at the chicken-choking game?” I 
asked hastily, in the hope of getting her 
away from the painful subject of profit 
and loss. 

“That's what I want to talk about, if 
vou'l!l only let me “et a word in edgeways. 
I’m going to make a start with 500 baby 
chicks, and I want you to build a brooder- 
house before March.” 

Tha’ sounded easy enough, but when we 
came to calculate the cost of materials 
we struck a snag. If we bought dressed 
lumber, shiplap, two-by-four scantling, 
roofing shingles and what not, we could 
undoubtedly build a very nice brooder- 
house, but we would not be able to buy 
eny chicks to put into it. Besides, there 
were the stove and cover to be arranged 
for, too. 


A BRAIN WAVE. 


It was quite a problem, and we brooded 
over it. I had a brain wave. A mile 
away there was an abandoned saw-mill, 
surrounded by piles of fir slabs. How 
nbout swiping some of the best of those 
and using them for the walls? Slabs are 
the long slices taken off a log when 
squaring it. They have at least one flat 
side, and sometimes the edyes are trimmed 
off, too. They are a waste product and 
can usually be had for the asking. More- 
over, in this case there was not even 
anybody to ask. My wife is strong on 
economy, and the idea commended itself 
io her; so I spent many days heaving 
and hauling at the sjab-piles, in the 
search for good pieces, which were nearly 
always buried under a "Shean of crooked, 
ragved slices of Douylas fir. 

At long last the house was erected and 
roofed, mostly with cedar ‘‘shakes.”’ 
These are home-made boards split from 
a log of the scented, reddish wood known 
in this country as cedar. The finished 
house contained every feature which a 
brooder house ought not to nave. 

Our chicks had been ordered, well in 
advance, from a Mr. Buddmist, who was 
making a creat name for himself in the 
world of hens. He is one of those abrupt 
sort of people who always state their 
opinions as facts, and ne asked, by 
telephone, what :ccommodation we had 
prepared for the chicks. Was the brooder- 
house a moveable or permanent one? 
Since the slabs alone must have weighed 
nearly three tons (sap included), I 
described the building as permanent— 
there was an uncompromising ‘‘ j’y suis, 
jy reste” look about it. 

“Fatal!” said Mr. 
about the roof?’’ 

I confessed how I had made it, but 
explained that it could be altered in a 
brace of shakes. 

“Rip ’em off, and ‘shingle’ it!” he 
commanded. 

That, I may explain, had nothing to 
do with hair-dressing. ‘‘Shingles’’ are 
little cedar roofing-boards, turned out by a 
mill, and they are used instead of slates 
in this country. Really good ones are 
quite expensive; so I suguested getting 
some from a shingle-mill which had gone 
broke and was selling off its stock at a 
yeduced rate.

THE HEATING APPARATUS. 


Then there was the heating apparatus to 
be considered—a cover and a stove of some 
sort. Among the odds and ends of * junk ” 
which we found in the outhouses when we 
came on the farm, was a mysterious large, 
red box affair, with a hole in the side 
and another in the roof. <A neighbour 
teil us that it was for baby-chicks; so 
} «lescribed it to Buddmist, and asked 
Lisi how I should use it. 

“For  kindling-wood,”’ he _ replied. 

Box-covers, it appeared, were fairly 
up-to-date at the time of the Norman 
Conquest. What we needed was a metal 
canopy, like an umbrella without anv 
handle. So my wife invented one, of 
galvanised iron, which won the expert’s 
grudging approval. For heat we used an 
oil-stove which the manufacturers 
modestly describe as '“ Perfection.’’ 

The chicks came, and almost at once we 
learnt that, when incubator-chicks find 
themselves in the world, their one desire 
is to get out of it again. ‘‘ To be or not 
to be” is no question to them—the one 
object in life is to end it, and any method 
will do. They are as morbid as a lot 
of Russian intellectuals. To be sure, our 
amateurish brooder-house abounded in 
facilities for suicide, of which the inmates 
took full advantaye. 

The green wood shrank in the heat, 
and every vapinyg crack in the floor had 
a vow of chicks squatting over it, trying 
to vet pneumonia or trench-feet. The 
wire-netting, which was supposed to keep 
them away from the flame of the oil 
heater, had too wide a mesh; so they 
squeezed through and roasted themselves 
by the baker’s dozen. We substituted a 
smaller mesh, and they found it a first- 
rate contrivance for getting choked. 
They drowned themselves in the drinking 
water, and when I was laying a double 
floor (which should have been put down 
in the first place) the chicks rushed under 
every descending board “with an 
enthusiasm which would have made the 
devotees of Jaganath look like a lot of 
pikers.

Solicitors are numerous as members of 
urban and city. councils; practising 
barristers are few. A young barrister as 
Chairman of an urban council is a 
novelty. Dalkey enjoys the distinction of 
having a very young member of the Bar 
as its Chairman, and he particularly 
enjoys the distinction of having received 
the largest fee ever awarded by a Taxing 
Master.

gentlenun of the middle classes, of 
refined tastes and somewhat puritanical 
views” If there is one thing more than 
another that Chesterton stresses through- 
out the book it is the fact that Shaw is 
to the roots of his being an Irishman: 
‘‘ Bernard Shaw entered England as an 
alien, as an invader, as a conqueror. In 
other words, he entered England as an 
Irishman.”’

Pearl Fishing in Belfast. 


Most people are aware of the fact that 
fine specimens of pearis — : found in the 
County Tyrone rivers, and at present there 
is a large one in the public Museum at 
Bushmills from the Bush river, but few 
have heard of any being found in the 
Belfast Lough. Yet on Saturday last a 
host of naturalists visited Marino and 
went in search of pearl ‘shells, and many 
were found, some of them containing nice 
sinall pearls. 

In the long ago the River Bann was 
noted for its fine pearls, some of which 
realised large sums. An instance is given 
by Sir Robert Reading in a letter to the 
Royal Society in 1688, in which he wrote: 
“That a vast number of merchantable 
pearls were offered for sa.e every Summer 
Assizes, some gentlemen of the county 
making good advantage thereof ; one pear! 
was bought for fifty shillings, which 
weighed 36 carats and was worth fully 
£40.” Again: “A miller found a pear! 
which he sold for £4 10s. to a man who 
sold it for £10, who in turn disposed of it 
to Lady Glenawley for £30.’’ Lady 
Glenawley wore it in a _ necklace, for 
which she refused £80 from the Duchess 
of Ormond. 


A Yachting Record. 


The Right Hon. Robert Gordon Sharman 
Crawford, P.C., the popular Ulster 
politician and yachtsman who has just 
been re-elected Vice-Commodore of |the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club, has the remark- 
able record of having held this office for 
thirty-three years.

SCENES ON THE 
STOCK EXCHANGE.

= world at large seems to be in the 
throes (and very pleasant throes 
they must be for the successful) of the 
gambling fever. Symptoms of it have been 
abundant on the London Stock Exchange 
during recent months, but it is but a 
mild attack compared with that which 
has been raging across the Atlantic, 
where, amid scenes of indescribable 
excitement, millions of shares have 
changed hands daily and fortunes have 
been won and lost by the hundred on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 

A few years ago, we read that 
‘‘excitement reached its climax in Radio 
Corporation Common Stock, which boiled 
over, rising forty points in a few hours.” 
Several operators are credited with having 
made enormous fortunes; and one Irish 
broker, well known for his speculative 
propensities, is reputed to have made a 
profit of more than a million pounds 
between breakfast and dinner. Another 
operator is said to have cleared half a 
million ; and at least another dozen made 
sums ranging fror: £100,000 to £400,000. 

Such sensational happenings are far 
from uncommon across the Atlantic. 
Such a day of sudden riches—and also 
sudden ruin—was one a few months ago 
when, as the result of the surprising and 
utterly unexpected dividends declared by 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railways, many men made fortunes 
ranging from £100,000 to £500,000 in a 
single day’s operations. It was estimated 
that the profits resulting to those with 
““inside ” knowledge amounted to nearly 


£7,000,000. 
WILD EXCITEMENT. 


The scene in the Fixchange was one 
of frenzied and almost indescribable 
excitement. As soon as the chairman's 
gavel fell, crowds surged round ile 
brokers. The scene from the galleries, 
which were crowded with spectators, was 
astonishing. Coatless, hatless men tore 
from one end of the market to the other, 
snapping up bargains and inquiring 
prices. When a broker was seen to be 
selling in large quantities men fought one 
another to get near him. Everyone bought 
wildly, and sold as rapidijy when the 
reaction set in. Shares spurted and 
dropped, but the bulls always had the 
Lest of the deals, and the men who kept on 
buying in face of everything came out 
winners at the close of one of the wildest 
days that have ever been known on the 
New York Exchange. 

The motive force behind this wild scene 
was the support of the public. Everyone 
wanted to be in the boom, and even the 
wariest old tradesman, who never risked 
a cent in anything which did not produce 
a tanyible equivalent, began to buy. The 
craze spread to small office-Loys, who 
mortgauved their month’s salary of £5 or 
£6, and then pooled to take a risk in 
stock. Girl typists in brokers’ offices, who 
transact confidential business for their 
enployers, advised their parents and 
sweethearts what to buy, and risxed al] 
their savings themselves. 

Extraordinary stories are told of the 
men who made-fortunes. Mr. Harriman 
is said to have made £400,000 in a few 


minutes, while a dozen o ers cleared sums : 


ranging up to £500,000. Mr. Abraham 
White, a well-known broker, as the result 
of a few hours’ gambling, was able to 
make a birthday present to his wife of 
the gorgeous country house near Long 
Branch, on the Atlantic seaboard, which 
its late owner, Mr. M’Call, had spent 
£150,000 in beautifying. Among the 
smaller fry an_ Irishman, named 
Muldoon, a porter in the Harriman 
offices, is said to have cleared what was 
to him the great fortune of £10,000. 


J. R KEENE’S LUCK. 


Probably no Stock Exchange speculator, 
even in New York, has been so consistently 
lucky as Mr. James R. “eene, who has 
been dubbed ‘‘™he King of the Bears.’’ 
In one year he cleared £300,000 by his 
clever handling of Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Stock; and in another he made 
£800,000 out of National Cordage Stock. 
The manipulation of American Sugar- 
refining Stock yielded a profit of 
£400,000 ; American Tobacco Stock 
yielded £600,000, and Northern Pacific 
Stock, a round £500,000. One of Mr. 
Keene’s few speculative blunders was in 
1920, when he lost £400,000 in connection 
with New York Third Avenue Railway 
Stock. 

Even larger amounts than these have 
often been won and lost by Stock 
Exchange speculation in America. Mr. 
W. K. Vanderbilt once netted £1,000,000 
by a deal in Harlem Railway Stock. 
which he bought at 8 and 9 dollars a share 
and sold at prices ranging from 75 to 


179 dollars: and Mr. Gould is credited | 


with having made £800,000 in five 
minutes in Wall street. On the other 
hand, a few years ago, Messrs. Jacob 
Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt and John R. 
Hoadley lost £600,000 in a few hours of 
unlucky gambling; and Messrs. J. J. 
Astor, R. W. Goelet and a few other 
millionaires dropped £1.800,000 through 
a slump in Union Pacifics. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 


— 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
RISHWORTH. 


Professor F. 8S. Rishworth, Chief Civil 
Engineer, Shannon Development, delivered a 
lecture on ‘‘ The Shannon Scheme ” to a 
large audience in the Town Hall, Rathmines, 
last night. 

Lord Glenavy, who presided, introduced 
the lecturer as 2 distinguished scientist who 
had taken an active part in the construction 
of the Shannon Scheme works 

In the course of his lecture, which was 
illustrated with Jantern slides, Professor Rish- 
worth described some of the principal fea- 
tures of the civil construction works at pre- 
sent in progress for the hydro-electric de- 
velopment of the River Shannon, and re- 
ferred to various model experiments which 
had been carried out in connection with the 
work, He said that in a _ hydro-electric 
scheme there must be sufficient water and a 
fall or head to actuate the turbines which 
connected to the generators, transformed the 
energy into electricity. On the Shannon 
they had the three large lakes, Loughs Allen, 
Ree, and Derg, and several small ones, giving 
them the natural storage necessary to supple- 
ment the supply during periods of drought 
when the ordinary river flow fell below the 
hydro-electric uirements, and to com- 
pensate for rainfal| fluctuations. By means 
of the weir at Parteen Villa and the Head 
Race canal the series of falls in the river 
from Killaloe to the tidal estuary were con- 
centrated into a single fall of 100 feet at 
Ardnacrusha, the site of the power-house. 

By means of lantern slides Professor Rish- 
worth illustrated the early stages of the work 
and its progress, showing the canal 74 miles 
long, diverting a part of the water across 
country to Ardnacrusha, where it fell 100 
feet through the turbines into the tail race 
and rejoined the Shannon about li miles 
further down the valley; and a great number 
of details in tion with the construc 
tion. Up to date, he said, 10,400,000 tons 
of earth had been excavated and 2,400,000 
tons of rock; and in both cases over 95 per 
cent, of the work was completed. The 
concrete placed amounted to ,000 tons. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the 
lecturer.

NO BILL TO AMEND THE 


BLIND PERSONS ACT, 


In Dail Eireann yesterday, . 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, reply- 
ing to Mr. D. Morrissey (Labour, Tipperary), 
a asked if it was pro to introduce a 
bill to amend the Blind Persons Act, said 
that the matter, which was highly technicai 
in some respects, had received further con- 
sideration, and he was reluctantly being 
driven to the conclusion that it was practi- 
cally impossible to frame an amending bill 
which would relieve the few cases of hard- 
ship which the Committee of Inquiry had in 
mind without opening the door too wide, and 
enormously increasing the cost, as. well as 
creating many grievances in other directions. 
He could not, therefore, indicate when it 
would he possible to introduce a bill. 

Mr. MORRISSEY—May I take it that the 
Minister does not intend the amending bill 
which he promised ? 

Mr. BLYTHE—Yes. It has not been found 
possible to find a formula that would meet 
the case without opening the door too wide, 
and increasing the cost beyond reasonable 


imits. 

Mr. MORRISSEY asked if there was not a 
great deal of hardship, which proved the 
necessity for legislation. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that there were hard- 
ships in a certain number of cases, and if 
these could be relieved without increasing the 
number of pensioners by from 50 to 75 per 
cent. they would be glad to do it. While 
legislation had not been introduced the Act 
had been administered in a spirit which gave 
the maximum of benefit, and gave the benefit 
of the doubt in all cases to applicants for 
blind pensions. 

CIGARETTE MACHINES. — 

Mr. BLYTHE, replying to a question Ly 
Mr. MacEntee (F.F., Dublin County) said that 
he was aware that a large number of 
cigarettes were being sold from automatic 
machines which had been installed in public 
offices, institutions, lodging-houses, hair- 
dressing saloons, and other places. Tobacco 
dealers’ licence duty had been paid in respect 
of certain of the machines referred to, and 
the necessary steps were being taken to secure 
the payment of licence duty 1m all such cases. 

THE LEAGUE AND MINORITIES. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F., Cork W.) asked the 
Minister for External Affairs if he would 
state the line of policy, if any, that was 
being pursued by the Saorstat representative 
at Geneva in connection with the proposal of 
the German delegation that the League of 
Nations should establish a permanent Com- 
mission to examine the grievances of 
minorities, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the proposal 
was discussed by the Council of the League 
of Nations at its last meeting, and was to be 
further considered by a Committee of the 
Council.

Str.—The recent census returns have shown 
that the Irish Free State has lost in fifteen 
years one-third of the Protestant population 
of the country. The Protestants belong 
mainly to the Anglo-Irish section of the 
people. There are a great many different 
elements which go to make up the Irish 
people. The first inhabitants of the country 
were probably of Iberian or Mediterranean 
stock. Then came the Gaels, a virile race, 
who succeeded in imposing their civilisation 
and language upon the earlier inhabitants. 
Then came the Danes, who were the founders 
of most of the coast towns—Dublin, Wex- 
ford, Waterford and Limerick. Then in the 
twelfth century came the Normans, who 
established themselves all over the country 
and brought over large numbers of retainers 
and dependents. Then in Elizabethan and 
Cromwellian days there was a large Anglo- 
Saxon influx. 

It is the descendants of these settlers who 
mainly censtitute the Anglo-Irish minority 
at the present day. Owing partly tu the 
fact that they differed in religion from the 
other inhabitants of the country, these Anglo- 
Jrish have remained to a large extent sepa- 
rate and distinct. This division in religion, 


race and politics has been one of the chief | 


causes of the unrest and turmoil which have 
prevailed in the country. Still, in three 
centuries, the Anglo-Irish have learned to be 
Irish in sentiment. They count themselves 
Irishmen and not Englishmen. There can 
be no doubt that the majority of distinguished 
Irishmen for the past two hundred years have 
belonged to this section of the people. 
need only mention such names as Swift, 
Goldsmith, Berkely, Henry Grattan, C. 8. 
Parnell, Wolseley, Roberts, Beatty, French, 
G. B. Shaw, W. B Yeats, all belonging to 
the Anglo.Irish minority. Are we to be told 
that none of these men was Irish? 

The census returns show that the stock 
from which they sprang is rapidly disappear- 
ing from the Jand, which is, in my opinion, 
a terrible impoverishment to the nation. It 
surely ought to be the policy of 
an enlightened Government to remove 
causes of difference and to draw together 
the various elements in the population, 
so as to produce a homogeneous Irish nation. 
The Gaelic policy of the Government has the 
opposite effect. It tends to separate rather 
than unite, and is certainly one of the causes 
that are driving the Anglo-Irish out of the 
country. We are told, ‘‘ No language, no 
nation. Unless you will all speak Gaelic you 


are not Irish at all.’’ We feei ourselves Irish; 


we love lreland; but we are not Gaels, and 
we do uot want to be Gaels. Why should the 
language of one element in the nation be 
forced upon the other elements? It is pure 
tyranny to cram Gaelic down the throats of 
people who do not want it, and whose 
ancestors never spoke it, by making it com. 
pulsory in the schools. ‘The result of this 
policy is that an increasing number of ow 
children—not only Protestants—are being sent 
to schools in England and in Northern 
lreland, and these young people are not like!;, 
when they grow up, to settle down in Ireland. 
lí the policy be pursued of making Gaelic com- 
pulsory for all professions, and all public ap 


pointments, it will be almost impossible for 


them to do so; aud so a large number of the 
most promising young Irishmen and Irish. 
women are being lost to their native land. 

We have been lying ‘down under this 
tyranny too long. Some of us thought that 
It was a harmless fad which would disappea: 
in a lew years. On the contrary, it is being 
pushed more vigorously than ever. It is time 
that a strong agitation be started, not merely 
by Protestants and Anglo-lrish, but by a! 
men of common-sense, by all men who have 
Ireland, against this foolish policy, which i 
doing so much to divide Irishmen, and sis 
driving out of Ireland so many of her sons 
and daughters.—Yours, etc.,

The outstanding feature of yesterday’s 
proceedings in Dail Eireann was the 
uppearance of Mr. Blythe, . Minister of 
Finance, as an old-time Prussian junker, 
complete with jack-boot, breathing fierce 
threats against all who differed from him 
in the matter of compulsory Irish, 

It occurred during the debate on the 
final stage of the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualitication) Bill, which the Speaker, 
vith prim pedantry, pointed out, “is not 
a bill for compulsory Irish for lawyers,”’ 
but “a bill for ‘compulsory Irish for 
candidates for the legal profession.’’ 

Mr. Blythe expressed the view that the 
country would in favour of even a 
more drastic bill, and proceeded to attack 
the Incorporated Law Society for its 
attitude towards the measure. ‘If,’ he 
declared, “the Incorporated Law Society 
is so foolish as to try to thwart the inten- 
tion of the Oireachtas, we can easily deal] 
with them——’’ 

“Yes,” interrupted Dr. Hennessey, 
Government member for South Dublin, 
“the jack-boot.’’ 

“Yes, the jack-boot,’’ retorted Mr. 
Blythe, “and two of them.” 

Professor Thrift (Independent, Dublin 
University) refuted the allegations that 
those who condemned the bill were anti- 
Irish, and denied that it had any support 
in the country. If he were anti-Irish. ‘he 
said, he would gloat over such a bill. 
It was a backward step which would 
damage the Irish language, damage the 
‘overnnrent and damage the status of the 
legal profession.

Dr. 1, HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) 
sid that there was uo necessity for the bil!. 
(here was no provision that the judge and 
jury should know Irish whilst the legal advo- 
cates were discoursing in Irish. What was 
to become of the judge and jury? The bill 
was apparently meant for a fillip for the 
restoration of the Irish language. Why not 
be more general in the application of the 
pringiple of the bill? It singled out one 
section of the community for penal treatment. 
He was prepared to introduce a bill to have 
compulsory Irish for plumbers, painters, far- 
mers and agricultural labourers, and all sec- 
tions of wage-earners. He would introduce 
the bill if he was assured of the support of 
the deputies. He did not expect to get that 
support, because the deputies knew that if 
they passed such a bill they would never be 
seen in the Dail again. Lawyers should have 
a good knowledge of Irish if they were to 
use it in court. The intensive scheme for 
Irish for lawyers and other professional men 
was al] humbug. The language should not 
be made the test of patriotism. 

“T do not expect to make a single convert,” 
said Dr. Hennessy, ‘‘ but I shall have the 
satisfaction of knowing that this House was 
not sincere, becanse if it was sincere it would 
make Irish compulsory for all the working- 
men of Treland.”’ 


LEARNED IRISH AT 61. ' 

Mr. GEORGE WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) wel- 
comed the bill, and said that he did not see 
that any unfairness could take place under 
it. As regards the diffieulty of learning Irish, 
he knew a number of people who had 
acquired a knowledge of Irish at an advanced 
age. He began the study of Irish at the age 
of sixty-one, and while he could not under- 
stand all that was said, he could understand 
people who spoke clearly, and could also read 
and write Irish fairly well. As regards com- 
pulsory Irish, it was not done in a sweeping 
way. It was being done gradually. and as 
recards the present hill it would be many 
vears before it would become operative. 

Dr. HENNESSY said that Trish was being 
made compulsory for medical men at this 
moment even if they were over fifty vears of 
age.

Mr. BLYTHE said tbat he was unable to 
understand why the deputies who were 
opposed to the bill had geneyated such an 
amount of feeling against it. He thought 
that the bill was by no means a harsh one, 
and he did not think the passage of it 
could be described as rushing it.

A REASONED PROTEST.

The bill 
was a backward step; it would damage those 
who introduced it; it would damage the 
status of the legal profession at home and 
abroad and in Northern Ireland. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin 
North) said that under the bill undue pre- 
ference would be given to those with a 
knowledge of Irish against the majority of 
the people who had no knowledge of the 
language. There were sufficient lawyers in 
the country who could dea] with all the work 
in Irish that would be required, and more 
if necessary. The Government ought to have 
sufficient confidence in the nation ti let them 
voluntarily learn the language.

Mr. JOHN. GOOD (Independent, Dublin 
Co.) said that on the second reading a desire 
had been expressed to limit the Minister's 
exceedingly wide powers. The Minister had 
powers under the bill that involved expendi- 
ture and power to lease State property with 
or without the receipt of a valuable con- 
sideration in return. There should be an 
obligation on the Minister to consult the 
Dail on these matters before taking any 
that might commit the Dai! to 
expenditure at the time, or at any future 
stage, in the development of the patent. 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in reply, said that 
under the bill the Minister must consult the 
House where expenditure was involved, 
except, as in the case that came before the 
Dail recently, the Contingency Fund was 
utilised. He would not like to rule out the 
possibility of that Fund being resorted to 
again in somewhat similar circumstances. . It 
would be useless to empower the Minister 
to take-over control of an invention unless 
he was to be empowered to develop and 
utilise it. It should be realised that the 
bill dealt with exceptional circumstances, and 
in such circumstances the Minister should be 
empowered to see if the invention was of 
practical value by gn agp The 
Contingency Fund was only £20,000. In any 
one year there were calls on it io the extent 
of shoudl £10,000, so that without a special 
vote of the Dail the Minister would have 
only about £10,000 with which to test an 
invention by utilising it. 


NOW THE TIME FOR LIMITATION. 

Mr. GOOD said that the number of suc- 
cessful patents was very small, and the 
money lost in this country and in othei 
countries ‘on patents was more than — 
expenditure on any other matter of the kind. 
There should be some limitation placed on 
the amount to be expended, and the present 
was the proper time to fix the limits. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the Dail should 
know of and should have an opportunity of 
approving any transactions, details of which 
could be laid on the table of the House, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that to require 
that particulars should be laid on the table 
of the House would mean that nothing could 
be done in the Recess, and, in any event, 
would mean delay. He would endeavour ‘to 
insert the words in an amendment, which 
would require a reference to the Dail before 
there was commercial exploitation. 

The Committee stage was passed. 


AMENDING THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


A NUMBER OF BILLS 
ADVANCED. 


President COSGRAVE moved the second 
reading of the Constitution (Amendment No. 
14) Bill, which, he said, amended Article 39 
of the Constitution, which dealt with the 
initiation of a bill in the Senate. They were 
deleting the provision in the Article which 
stated:—‘‘ If rejected by Dail Eireann, 
it (the bill) shall not be introduced 
again in the same session, but Dail Eireann 
may reconsider it on jtsown motion.’’ It was 
explained at the Joint Committee meeting 
that this was an unnecessary restriction, and 
served no useiul purpose. The only purpose 
which it could be said to serve would be to 
prevent a bill from being intreduced re 
pealedlv in the same session, but he did not 
think that was likely to arise. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
he saw the possibility to which the President 
had referred, and did not propose tu oppose 
the bill.

SENATE AND THE EXECUTIVE. 

President COSGRAVE moved the second 
reading of the Constitution (Amendment No. 
15) Bill, under which Senators may be eligible 
for nomination as members of the Executive 
Council. He said that he proposed to leave 
the bill to the consideration of the Dail. His 
own view Was that the Dail might reasonably 
consider a bill which would give power to 
have one Senator appoinied a member of the 
Executive Council. There was a prohibition 
to that at the moment. 

The Executive Council was nominated by 
the President, and jit was on that occasion 
that the question had to be decided. Even .l 
the bill passed he thought that it was 
no, at all likely that within the next 
twenty years there would be any more 
thay one, and possibly not even one, 
nominated or accepted by the Dail, but, 
having two Houses, It was. not unreasonable 
to have at least power to nominate a member 
of the Senate on the Executive Council if it 
were desirable to do so. 

Mr. DE VALERA, opposing the bill, said 
that it had no clause of restriction as to 
number, though he agreed with the President 
in practice that there would not be a very 
larga number, if any, of the Executive 
Council chosen from the Senate. He thought 
that the Executive Council should be com- 
pletely composed of members ef the Dail, 
who had to face their cois4.uents and 
criticism in the Dail. Members of the Senate 
were in a privileged position, and, under the 
Constitution, as he envisaged it, the President 
could have extern Ministers. There was no 
reason whv the President, if he wanted in 
the Ministry a particularly able member of 
the Senate, could not use the present power. 

A further serious objection to the hill was 
that under the existing practice the Dail 
was refused the opportunity to review the 
names individually of members nominated 
as Ministers of the Executive Council. 


FIANNA FAIL AND THE KING. 

Mr. LEMASS _ pointed out that the 
Oireachtas cons'sted of the King and the two 
Houses, and this bill would enable the King 
to become a member of the Executive 
Council of the Irish Free State. They had a 
strong objection to the King becoming a 
member of the Executive Council, as he had 
not the ability or the intimate knowledge ot 
the affairs of the country to justify any 
Government including him among its mem- 
bers. Apart from that, the bill was damaging 
to the foundation of democratic government. 

Major BRYAN COOPER (Govt., Dublin 
County) said that they were well acquainted 
with the eloquence of Deputy Lemass, but he 
did not think he would try his fantastic sus- 
picion of the King becoming Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs as an argument at a 
by-election. There was a good case for the 
provisions in the bill, contemplating, for in- 
stance, a Labour Government, which would 
he greatly strengthened if it were possible to 
include some of its members in the Senate. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN, Minister “of 
Education, pointed. out that at the present 
time there was power to elett members for 
the Senate to be heads of great spending 
departments, but they would have no voice 
in the Dail. The only difference that the 
bill made was that such people cculd he 
members of the Executive Council. 

Mr. J. F. OHANLON (Ind, Cavan) pro- 
tested against the bill, which meant, he seid, 
that the ordinary elector was not capable of 
selecting ten or twélve people to carry on thie 
Government of the country. 

President COSGRAVE said that at present 
extern Ministers could be appointed, and all 
that the bill proposed to do was to remove 
the bar that now existed in that matter in the 
case of one Ministry, although, as be had 
stated, it was unlikely that a Senator would 
be nominated. The position in regard to 
administration generally should be what was 
best in the hest interests of the State. If a 
nore capable administrator could be found in 
the Senate than in the Dail there should he 
no bar to his inclusion in the Execttive 
Council, where he might be of considerable 
That was what was in the minds of 
ihe framers of the Constitution. : 

On a division the motion was carried by 62 
votes to 48. 

OTHER BILLS. 

President COSGRAVE moved tle second 
reading of the Constitution (Amendment No. 
16) Bill. He said that he hoped that nobody 
would be shocked by the introduction of the 
bill, which was designed to lengthen the time 
in respect of which amendments.to the (on.

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GALWAY CONSPIRACY 
CHARGES.

FATHER AND DAUGHTER 
CONVICTED. 

After a two days’ trial at the Galway 
Circuit Court, Malachy Glynn, cattle dealer, 
of Terryland, Galway; was found guilty of 
conspiring with his daughter Nellie, ag d 
sixteen years, to write letters threatening to 
murder, and with conspiracy with hrs 
daughter Neilie to send obscene writings and 
sketches through the post, and with having 
sent writings through the post to prejudice 
members of another family named Glynn 
from the same locality. : 

Mr. O'Sullivan, prosecuting, said that about 

two years ago a man named Peter Glynn, 
from the Terryland district, was killed, anc 
twe neighbours, Edward and Thomas Killeen, 
were charged with manslaughter. Malachi, 
Glynn, the accused, had a dispute with a san 
of Peter Glynu concerning a cheque which 
Malachy Glynn wrongfully cashed, and when 
Edward Killeen was released from prison he 
begam to receive the letters which Malachi 
Glynn was accused of writing. Malachy 
Glynn was friendly with the Killeens, and 
Malachy Glynn told the detectives in Galway 
that a member ct Peter Glynn’s family, 
named Mrs. Ward, had written the letters 
which Edward Killeen received. <A raid by 
the detectives on Mrs. Ward’s house failed 
to disclose anything incriminating, and sub- 
sequently the detectives searched Malachy 
Glynn’s house, where they obtained samples 
of his daughter’s handwriting, which Captain 
Quirke, State handwriting expert, swore 
resembled in some particulars the writing in 
the letters received by Edward Killeen. - 
_ It was alleged that Malachy Glynn’s motive 
in getting his daughter to write the letters 
was to have Mrs. Ward convieted of sending 
the letters. The contents of the letters were 
such that Judge Wyse Power did not allow 
them to be read in Court, and typed copies 
were given to the jury. 

In sentencing Malachy Glynn to two years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour, the judgo 
said that the letters and sketches were the 
most appallingly degrading samples © of 
obscenity that could be found. 

Nellie Glynn, who was found guilty of 
writing the letters, was put back for sen- 
tence, pending inquiries as to placing her in 
a suitable institution, where she could escape 
from the atmosphere of her home. 

Mrs. Nora Glynn, wife of Malachy Glynn, 
was found not guilty of the same offences 
with which her husband was charged, 
was released. She fainted on hearing 
sentence.

Free State Finance. 


Full details of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s estimates for the year 1929-1930 
were issued yesterday. Supply services, 
it is anticipated, will cost the taxpayer 
£21,141,430, as compared with last year’s 
estimated cost of £22,433,019. In the 
estimates, therefore, there is a decline of 
£1,291,589, but, when last year’s “ supple- 
mentariés’’ are taken into consideration, 
the net saving amounts to £1,825,166. In 
all the circumstances this figure repre- 
sents a praiseworthy effort to reduce 
public expenditure. Many people fail to 
realise the drastic ‘‘cuts’’ that have been 
made in the Free State estimates during 
the last féw years. In the year 1923-1924, 
for example, the taxpayers’ estimated bill 
came to £42,278,408. Every subsequent 
year has seen a substantial reduction, and a 
very large sum has been saved on the Free 
State Army. During the civil war the 
defence forces cost: an: enormous amount, 
‘and the Government very wisely has been 
reducing the Army estimates year by year 
until now they stand at the figure 
of £1,442,521. Other reductions have 
been made under the headings of Public 
Works and Buildings, the Land Commis- 
sion, Agriculture, the Civic Guards, and 
the Post Office. To the cost of the supply 
services must be added about £4,515,000 for 
Central Fund Services, and, consequently, 
the total expenditure for the year must be 
reckoned at about £25,456,000. Of last 
year’s corresponding figure of £26,748,000 
the sum of £2,235,537 was regarded as 
‘‘abnormal,’”’. and about £500,000 wa: 
allowed for over-estimation. 

This year Mr, Blythe will be unable to 
regard such a large sum as “abnormal”’ 
expenditure, and it is doubtful that his 
margin for over-estimation will be as high 
His task, 
therefore, when he comes to balance his 
Bu ‘get, will be anything but easy, and 
the taxpayers have good reason to be 
anxious concerning: their burden during 
the coming year. Most of the criticisms 
ot the estimates in Ddil Eireann have 
been peculiarly futile, and Fianna Fáil 
seeks to have things both ways. On the 
hand, it insists on economies, 
on the other, on increased and 
improved services. No attempt has 
made to provide constructive 
criticism. We agree heartily that the 
present estimates are too high. The 
Free State cannot afford a Budget oí 
£21,000,000, and there never will be real 
progress in the country until expenditure 
has been reduced to a more reasonable 
figure. In the last analysis, however, 
expenditure depends on policy. Savings 
can be made by the “lopping-off’’ of a 
iew thousand pounds here and a few 
thousand pounds there, Salaries can be 
reduced—probably at the expense of 
eficiency—and by. a process of cheese- 
paring, we have no doubt, the estimates 
could be reduced, perhaps, by another 
million pounds, Meductions of this 
kind, however, are false economy. If the 
pecple desire savings, they must be pre- 
pared to sacrifice whole services, They 
cannot expect to retain the public 
“andaris of the British régime now that 
they no twnger have the vast resources of 
the British Treasury. at. their back..

Crisis in Spain. 

“ What may prove to be a remarkable 
turning-point in the political history of 
Spain,” writes the Madrid Correspondent 
of The Times, *‘has been reached and 
passed within the last few days.” The 
recent revolt of the artillery was speedily 
crushed by the Marqués de Estella. A 
manifestation of firm resolve was sufficient 
to dissolve an opposition that had no 
backing of popular sympathy. On the 
other hand, little public euthusiasm for 
the Dictator was manifested, The Spanish 
people, absorbed in bull-fights and their 
new sport of football, left the military 
folk to settle the problem between them- 
Amid such an atmosphere ‘of 
lethargy there can be no political health. 
Nothing can justify a dictatorship save 
popularity. An effort to initiate a return 
to normal parliamentary government was 
made, after the collapse of the revolt, by 
u number of eminent Spaniards, who were 
independent of the parties ‘to the conflict. 
Former Premiers and Speakers of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate met, 
and sought to approach King Alfonso in 
order to lay before him the danger to the 
nation inherent in the present unsettled 
state of the Constitution. The Corre- 
spondent reports, that they 
failed to secure an audience, and that 
some of them have reverted to Republican 
These suggest that 
Spanish political affairs are likely soon to 
take another direction, Censorship of the 
Press is not so strict as to forbid the 
discussion of political theory, and it is 
noteworthy that even newspapers which 
champion the Dictator have opened their 
columns of late to the advocacy of a new 
departure. The formula, ““a party of 
order,” come into ugé, and so 
conservative a journal as El Debate has 
called for the establishment of such a 
party, which might bring about constita- 
tional reconstruction. La Epoca, the 
Liberal-Conservative organ, concurs with 
this proposal, The Marqués de Estella 
hardly could oppose by force the forma- 
tion of a party and the launching of a 
movement pledged to the very ideal which 
has been propounded again and again in

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Horse-breeding. 


Before the Free State Joint. Betting 
| Commission yesterday Captain G. Martin 
explained the financial importance of horse- 
breeding.

The stud farms represent a 
capital value of several millions. of 
pounds, and their annual produce of 
yearlings is valued at half a million 
pounds. Citing the figures of the Don- 
caster and Newmarket Sales and of the 
Dublin August Sales, Captain Martin gave 
one and a half million pounds as his 
estimate of the annual value of this 
country’s exported bloodstock. He spoke 
yesterday as a representative of the 
breeding industry, and was net concerned 
directly with the subjects of the Commis- 
sion’s inquest—horse-racing and betting;

A Dickens Meme ri }. 


The village of Blundeston, in Suffolk, 
has 676 inhabitants and a post office. That 
is the extent of the Gazetteer’s informa- 
tion about it; yet the name must sound 
vaguely familiar to millions of English- 
speaking persons throughout the world. 
The vagueness will vanish when Charles 
Dickens's variant—Blunderstone—is re- 
called; for Blunderstone was the birth- 
place of ‘‘ David Copperfield.” We like to 
suppose that Dickens stili is read in 
Ireland by the rising generation. At any 
rate; the older folk will remember that 
young David Copperfield, in the course 
of the Odyssey which introduced him 
to so many delightful people, lived 
at ‘‘ The Rookery’’ at Blunderstone—it is 
now the parsonage house—and went, with 
Peggotty, to the village church. It is a 
strange fact that the little East Anglian 
village has no memoria] of the man who 
made it immortal; but that neglect soon 
will] be remedied. The. parish church, 
which has a fine Norman tower, needs 
repairs, and the village school ‘clamours 
jor reconstruction. A restored church and 
a renovated school will be a fitting 
memorial to the author of “ David Copper- 
field ’’; and a committee, which includes 
the Dean of Norwich and Mr. G. K. 
Chesterton, invites subscriptions for that 
purpose. The sum of £5,000, the estimated 
cost of this memorial, ought to be raised 
with the utmost ease; for the appeal is 
made to all “ Dickens lovers,’’ and their 
name is legion. 


OBITUARY. 


LORD PHILLIMORE, 


Lord Phillimore, the ~ distinguished inter- 
national and ecclesiastical lawyer, died at his 
London residence, in his eighty-fourth year, 
vesterday. He had been suffering from 
influenza for some time, and about a week 
ago he had a severe relapse. He and Lady 
Phillimore celebrated the fifty-eighth ann- 
versary of their wedding in Júly “of last year, 
and in January last Lady Phillimore died. 
Educated at Westminster, Christ Church, and 
All Souls’ College, Oxford, Lord Phillimore 
took a first class in Classical Moderations, 
first class in the Final Classical School, first 
class in Law and History, and was elected 
a Fellow of All Souls’ College and Vinerian 
Scholar. In 1868 he was called to the Bar. 

Lord Phillimore was for nearly twenty 
years a distinguished member of the English 
judiciary—first as a Judge of the King’s 

ench Division, then as a member of the 
Court of Appeal—and after his retirement 
from the Bench he sat frequently in the 
House of Lords and on the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. 

It is as an international lawyer, however, 
that he will be chiefly remembered, for 
throughout his long life he was regarded as 
one of the leading authorities on international 
law and on ecclesiastical law in England. 

For a time he acted as Chancellor of the 
Diocese of Lincoln. He wis a High Church- 
man, and in later years became a member of 
the Church Assembly and President of the 
English Church Union. He succeeded to his 
father’s Baronetcy in 1885. 
in 1913 he was appointed as Lord Justice, 
and for three years he sat in the Court of 
Appeal. ‘Iwo years aiter his retirement, in 
1918, he was created a peer, and from that 
time he sat as a member of the final Appellate 
Tribunal and of the Judicial Committee. 

Lord Phillimore had four sons and three 
daughters, of whom two sons and two 
daughters survive him. His eldest son, the 
heir to the Barony, is the Hon. Godfrey 
Walter Phillimore, who was born on 
December 29th, 1879. 


MR. H. TUKE, R.A. 


Mr. Henry Scott Tuke, R.A., died at 
Falmouth yesterday, aged seventy years. He 
was distinguished. as a marine painter, and 
two of his pictures, “Al Hands to the 
Pump,” and “' August Blue,” were bought by 
the Chantrey Trustees for the Tate Gallery, 

Born at York, the sun of the late Dr. D, 
Hack Tuke, he studied at the Slade School 
for several years, and afterwards in Italy and 
Paris. He first lexhibited at the Roya 
Academy in 1879. -Pictures of sea life and 
other works by Mr. ‘Tuke have since been 
shown at the Academy and at various other 
galleries. In 1894 his picture, ‘‘ Sailois Play- 
ing Cards,” was awarded the first gold medal 
at Munich, and was bought by the Bavarian 
Government. He was elected a Royal 
Academician in 1914. Mr. ‘luke was also a 
member of the Royal Seciety of Painters in 
Water Colours. 


MR. RICHARD E. MAUNSELL., 


We regret to announce that Mr. Richar? 
E. Maunsell], of Shielmurtiun, Portmarnock, 
died suddenly on Tuesday Jast. Mr. Maunse'l 
was one of the best-known land agents. in 
Ireland, being agent for several important 
estates, and it was for this reason that, on 
the retirement of Mr. G. De Laval Willis from 
the Secretaryship of the [rish Landowners'Con- 
vention, he was asked to fill that post. His 
tenure of office covered a period of much 
anxiety to property owners in Ireland, and in 
him they had an efficient and valued 
representative. 

The son of the late Pev. Richard Deane 
Maunsell], of Oakley Park, (Celbridge, a 
member of the Limerick branch of the family, 
Mr. Maunsell was educated at St. Columba’s 
College and Trinity College, Dublin. Having 
graduated and taken the M.A. degree. he en- 
tered the Jand agency business with the weil- 
known Dublin firm. of ‘Stewart and Kincaid 
with whom he remained thany..years. Mr. 
Maunsell was a prominent member. of the 
Surveyors’ Institution. “He leaves a widow 
and two children—son and daughter. His 
son has been for some years in the service of 
the Sudan Government Railways, and is ex. 
nected ‘home on leave to-duy. Both Mr. an“ 
Mrs. Maunsell had intended: to go to London 
to meet him there, and-it was when packing 
for ‘the journey on. Tuesday afternoon that 
Mr. Maunsell had the fatal seizure.

Secret Agreements. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain this afternoon 
made a statement which must have come 
as a great shock to many a Socialist 
member who will persist in holding to tlie 
idea that the Government always is 
making secret agreements with other 
countries. The Foreign Secretary said 
definitely that the Government had mai» 
fo such agreement with any country since 
1918 for mutual defence or for otter 
purposes of which Parliament had not 
been advised, or which had not been 
deposited with the League of Nations. It 
was Mr. Saklatvala who asked if tie 
House was to understand that, if tliere 
were a secret agreement, the Foreixn 
Secretary would divulge it. Sir Austen 
brushed this aside by saying that tiie 
(Government would: not enter into any 
secret engagements o- the kind suggested. 


The General Election. 

During the past few days I have |.a4 
an opportunity of discussing the possi- 
bilities of the gereral election with a 
number of people who take a very keen 
interest in politics, and I find that tie 
opinion is still that the Conservatives wi!) 
return to power with a very smal! 
majority, and that the Socialists wu! 
fol’ow closely upon their heels. The 
chances of the Liberals are not regarded 
with any yreat amgunt of favour, thou; 
it is thonzht that they quite conceivaiiv 
may double thejr present representation 
in the House of Commons. The expé:.a- 
tion that the Conservatives will retu:n is 
also strongly held in the City of London, 
but, as that is a Conservative stronghold, 
no opposite view could’ be expected. The 
opinion once prevailing that the young 
women now added to the electorate will 
necessarily vote for the Socialists is not 
maintained. 


The Liberals’ Hopes. 


The Liberal Party is bighly delighted 
at the apparent success of Mr. Lloyd 
George s plan to. relieve unemployment, 
but at the same time divisions are appear- 
ing once again in the party which may 
have an effect on some of the five hundred 
candidates who are to contest seats at the 
general election. It is satd that the plan 
does not meet with the unanimous 
approval of all the members of the p-rty, 
serious objection being taken by some to 
the fact that the scheme must be sup- 
ported by a great Joan. It is also said 
that other leading members of the part} 
were not consulted in any way when the 
scheme was being prepared, and conse- 
quently they are somewhat anneyed. 


The New Register. 


It is now estimated that the total 
electorate for the United Kingdom, when 
the register comes to be published in May, 
will be over twenty-seven millions, or five 
and a quarter millions more than at tie 
last general election. This great increase 
in. the eleetorate will not,'it is thought. 
make all the difference expected in so 
many constituencies, tiough in some 
places the increase is so pronounced that 
it is impossible to say what will happen. 
This is the case im many industria! 
centres, 


The King's Bath Chair. 


*The bath chair now being used by the 
King for the garden at Craigweil House 
is that made for Queen Victoria nearly 
fifty years ago, when she frequently used 
it, and had ist prepelled by her Indian 
servants. The last occasion on which | 
saw Queen Victoria was at an exhibition 
under the auspices of the Royal Irish 
Industries Asseciation, held in the Guild- 
hall at Windsor. Queen Victoria used the 
chair to make a tour of the hall, a 
magnificent Indian attendant pushing it. 
The chair must have been quite a familiar 
object to the King in those days, and it 
is probably for this reason that he insisted 
that it should be preserved. The photo- 
graphs appearing in all directions to-dar 
showing the King and Queen in the garden 
at Craigweil House have been much 
appreciated. and satisfaction is expressed 
that the King is looking so much better 
than when he left Buckingham Palace. 


The Prince’s Example. 


The appearance of the Prince of Wales 
at the boys’ boxing championships meet- 
ing at the Queen's Hall last night, when 
he wore a “ pull-over’’ under a dinner 
jacket, caused quite a flutter among the 
young men to-day; but it is agreed that 
the Prince was not setting a new fashion.

the facilities offered. This station is to 
provide accommodation for two hundred 
and fifty motor coaches at a time, and 
will be able to deal with one thousan:

of starting. Big waiting rooms, booking 
offices, inquiry offices and restaurants are 
to be provided, and it is intended to make 
the station the centre of fast long-distance 
services to all important places in thio 
South of England.

The superstitious pointed out 
that this was the 13th of March, and 
others recalled the remark attributed to 
Major Segrave—that a driver attempting 
to beat the world’s speed “ record ” had 
only about.one chance in ten of emerging 
from the ordeak alive. . 

Lee Bible was born on a farm near the 
Milage of Midway, Tennessee, forty-two 
years ago. He became successively a rail- 
way signalman, a telephone linesman. 
and a mechanic in a motor car factory. 

But five years ago he settled in Daytona 
Beach as the owner of a garage, doing 
most of the work himself. But the lure 
of the race track had a strong hold over 
him, and he many times appeared in 
motor races, showing himself a resource- 
ful and intrepid driver. 


ACCIDENT THEORIES. 

There is some difference of opinion over 
the cause of to-day’s accident. One ex- 
planation is that. the Triplex was driven 
too far out towards the sea, and Lee 
Bible, in attempting to correct its course, 
set the car in the oposite direction of the 
sand dunes. 

Another theory is that he applied his 
brakes too soon after he had realised his 
approach to the water, with the result 
that his machine went into a spin.

After striking the dunes, the great 
machine was catapulted more than a 
hundred yards before it came to rest on 
the sands, a mangled mass of twisted iron 
and: steel.

A cinematographer employed by the 
firm of Pathé was struck by the ‘Lriplex 
in its final convulsions, and his body, 
horribly mangled, was hurled a great dis- 
tance. This 1s the second time that: Day- 
tona has been the scene of a tragedy ; for 
Frank Lockhart, the daring Indianapolis 
racer, lost his. Hite here last year as the 
result of his car getting out of control. 


EVYE-WITNESS’S STATEMENT. 
Just before the car struck the dunes 
Mr. Bible was flung clear fom the machine 
on to the beach. According to an eye- 
witness, he attempted to sit up, gasped, 
and then fell back dead. 


SPEED “RECORD” 
DEATHS. 


A GROWING LIST. 

Mr, Lee Bible’s death at Daytona beach 
adds another name to the list of racing 
motorists who have lost their lives in the 
pursuit of speed ‘‘ records.’’ 

On April 20 last year Mr. Frank Lockhart, 
one of the youngest and best known of 
American racing motorists, was killed in a 
two-hundred-miles-an-hour crash at Daytona 
Beach, while driving his Stutz Black Hawk 
Special. A few weeks previously, while 
trying to beat Captain Malcolm Campbell’s 
“ record,” he narrowly escaped death, and 
had only just come out of hospital when he 
started his fatal run. 

In the same month the Italian racer, 
Puccini, was ‘killed on a Californian track ; 
and Pietro Bordino, the Fiat racing cham- 
pion, crashed to death in a road race in 


taty. 

In Mareh, 1927, Parry Thomas, the famous 
Brooklands motorist, was decapitated when 
trying to beat the “ record ” for the flying 
mile in Pendine Sands, near Carmarthen. He 
was driving a 400 h.p. car, when a chain 
smashed and the machine somersaulted and 
burst into flames. 

Count Zborowski was killed in October, 
1924, when driving at Monza in the race 
for the Grand Prize of Italy. Illis car turned 
turtle at a considerable speed, and he was 
killed instantly. i 


CAPTAIN CAMPBELL'S ESCAPE. 

Captain Campbell, the British racing 
motorist, narrowly escaped death when 
he set up a “record ” of 206.95 miles an 
hour at Daytona Beach on February 19, 
1928. A heavy gale was blowing during 
the attempt, and he turned broadside on 
at 210 miles an hour, but recovered and 
continued his course. After he had com- 
pleted the measured mile his huge car 
stru ”: a soft bump of sand and he was 
thrown half out of his seat, but he re- 
gained control.

NANKING, Wednesday. 

The Central Political Council of the 
Chinese National Gevernment decided at 
its meeting to-day to dismiss the Garrison 
Commander of Hankow City and two other 
Generals belonging to the Wuhan branch 
of the Political Council. 

A report was received on the Coup of 
the Wuhan Council, which recently ousted 
the Governor of Hunan, a Nanking 
protege blaming these three for responsi- 
bility in the affair. 

The report was drawn up by Marshal 
Li Chai-sum, Governor of Canton, who 
arrived at Nanking this morning; Tsa! 
Yuan-pei, President of the Censors’ 
Council, and Ho Ying-ching, Inspector- 
General of Military. Training. 

In it General Li Tsung-jen, the Wuhan 
leader, who has been ill at Shanghai for 
sume time, was absolved from complicity. 
The Council further passed a resolution 
abolishing the branch’ Political Councils 
at Wuhan, Peking, Canton, Kaifeng and 
Taiyuan, which have hitherto been 
virtually regional Gevernments, 

This decision is to come into effect 
before March 15th. 

As Marshal Li Chai-sum is a leading 
member of the so-called “ Kwangsi Clique,”’ 
of which the Wuhan members form an 
important section,. it is declared in well- 
informed Government circles that the 
Council’s decision has ended all possibility 
of hostilities breaking out in the Yangtse 
‘alley. i

NOT SINCERE. .

had not introduced a bill applying to 
plumbers, painters, farmers and ‘agricul- 
tural labourers.

Sir James Craig (Ind., Dublin Univer-

upon it as tyrannical legislation, and it 
ought not be imposed on the. legal profes- 
sion. It was unnecessary interférence 
with the settled curriculum of a profes- 
sional’ body which ought to have contro] 
of the education of its members. He 
believed that the policy of compulsory 
Irish was objectionable to the majority of 
the people of the South of Ireland, while, 
at the same time, he found nobody who 
was opposed to the fostering and 
encouragement of the Irish language. He 
asserted that it was pure bunkum to say, 
as had been said in the debate, that those 
who were opposing the bill were .anti 
Irish. 

Mr. Joseph X. Murphy (Ind.) also 
opposed the bill as harsh and unneces- 
sary. 

‘MR. BLYTHE ON “ LOYALTY.” 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
| could not understand why those opposed to 
the bill had generated such heat. There 
was no attempt to rush the measure: He 
believed that the majority of people in 
the country would favour a bill of even a 
more drastic character. If the Incor- 
porated Law Society had adopted a reason- 
able attitude, he would have been prepared 
to acquiesce in amendments in matters 
of detail, but ho thought the attitude of 
the Society was unjustifiable and un- 
reasonable. 

Ifthe bill were passed he believed that 
the. legal profession would recognise its 
duty in the matter and loyally do what 
it could to give effect to the enactment of 
the Oireachtas: If they did that, nobody 
would want io interfere with them. “There 
was: no danger. that the Chief Justiee or 
anybody else would try to © penalise 
inembers of the profession, i

ro ‘MUZZLING POLICY. 

‘Professor Thrift ‘Independent, Dublin 
University) said that the Minister depre- 
cated the introduction of any heat into the 
debate, but if he had heard some of the 
remarks that had been made, he would not 
lave been surprised that deputies spoke 
with heat and resentment. | 

One deputy had said that .the Govern. 
ment should have a policy and indicate to 
any who disapproved of it that they would 
have to put up with it. He did not think 
that that muzzling policy would find 
favour . with many, deputies, and he 
willingly admitted that it did not find 
favour with the Government.

PLEBISCITE CHALLENGE. 

If a plebiscite were taken on the 
question, -he challenged the Minister a 
belief that there. would be a majority in 
favour of it. He went further, and said 
that. the time would come, sooner than 
most .people thought, when the policy ‘of 
compulsory Irish would be condemned. 
This was a suicidal policy for those. who 
wanted to re-introduce the Irish language. 


THROAT STRAIN. 


When Dail Éireann met many deputies 
were showing signs of the electioneering 
activities over the week-end. The occupants 
of the Front Opposition. Bench, in par- 
ticular, were suffering from throat strain, 
and in some cases speech must have been 
painful. 

One might almost say ‘that the afternoon 
session was also painfu’. For an hour 
the House discussed. in Committee in a 
listless conversational kind of way the 
provisions of the Industrial and Com- 
mercial Property (Protection) (Amend- 
ment) Bill. Deputies showed concern at 
the provision which gives to the Minister 
power to take up assignment of the whole 
or share interest of any invention. 


MINISTERS’ POWERS. 


Mr. Lemass (F.F.) said that there 
should be an obligation on the Minister 
to secure the approval of the Dail. before 
giving away. State property, granting 
licences for’ such property, or before en-. 
gaging on any commercial enterprise. Such 
a condition had been imposed in connec- 
tion with the State’s Land Act of 1924 in 
regard to mines and minerals. - He 
adimitted, Howéver, that the task of draft- 
ing the . desired amendment. had: been 
beyond the ability of the Fianna Fail 
Party, and. appealed to. the Minister tv 
have it dove by the Parliamentary 
draughtsman. 

Mr. J. Good (Ind.) reminded the: House 
that on the second reading’ a desire had 
been expressed to limit the wide powers 
sought by the Minister.

In‘ the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Danesiort again raised the question oí 
the purchase by the British -covernment 
of the British coinage now, or recently, 
in circulation in the Irish Free State. 
He wanted to know the terms of the 
agreement between the British Govern- 
iment and thé Free State Government, 
and what were the reasons which made 
the British Government make the con- 
gession to the Free State Government of 


instead of at its bullion value. 

This. matter, said Lord Danesfort, in- 
volved the'gift by the British Government 
of a large sum of money to the Free 
State out of the pockets of the British 
taxpayers. He described the Govern- 
ment’s explanation of this act of lavish 
generosity as extremely meagre and in- 
adequate. He detailed the history of 
Irish coinage, and added that. it: was 
rather curious to notice that, at any rate, 
on the copper coins, there were designs 
of what he might call ignoble animals, 
such as pigs and barn-door fowls;. and 
there was one design which was con- 
spicuously absent from both the silver 
and the copper coins. That was the desi 
which one could expect to be there—the 
head of His*Majesty the King. 

Lord Danesfort; dealt at length with the 
negotiations which Jed up to the agree- 
ment, and pointed gut that the cost. to 
the British Exchequer of-this transaction 
was about £500,000. These negotiations, 
he maintained, had been carried on with 
persistence and importunity on the part 
of the Free State and. by gradual <u? $08 
ing on the part of the British Govern- 
ment 


; THREE CASES. 

Fver since the Free State was founded, 
he said, the British Government had been 
pouring British money into the Free 
State, and the question which arose was: 
“How Jong is this to go on? Are we for 
ever going, to make, this distribution of 
the money of the British taxpayer for the 
benefit of the. Free State?’’ He then 
mentioned ‘three netorious. cases” in 
this connection—the agreement as to ex- 
British civil servants in Ireland, the pay- 
ment by the Treasury to the Irish 
loyalists, and the case under discussion. 
He asked that the Government should 
place before the House ‘the correspondence 
which took place . between the British 
Government and the Irish Free State 
Government on this subject, 

Lord Olivier also.had a Jong motion on 
the paper which, he said, was intended 
to obtain an explanation as to the finan- 
cial aspects of the issue and withdrawal 
from circulation of this coinage. 


GOVERNMENT'S REPLY. 
The Earl of Plymouth, replying for the 
‘Government, traced the neyotiations 
which led to the agreement and pointed 
out that there was no question of sur- 
render or capitulation. This was an 
agreement considered fair by both sides. 
It was worth while drawing attention to 
the fact that in the Irish Free State it 
was criticised as a bad bargaim, and on 


ment was a fair compromise, and was just 
to all concerned. So far as British 
coinage was concerned it would remain 
legal tender’ in the Irish Free State 
unless, and until, the Irish Free State 
made an order to the contrary. The Irish 
Free State coinage’ would not be legal 
| tender in Great Britain. or in. Northern 
Ireland. í 

Referring to the request for papers, he 
said that agreement was the result of 
direct. personal negotiations, so that there 
was pra vically nothing to lay on the 
table. All the correspondence that there 
was. would not be published without first 
obtaining the .consent of the Irish Free 
State’ Government, 

Lord Danesfort did not press his 
motion, and the debate came to a close. ' 


KING KEPT INDOORS, 


PRINCESS ELIZABETH 
ARRIVES AT BOGNOR. 

The King, who passed a good day, was 
unable to go out yesterday, as the weather 
was cold and sunless, 

Princess Elizabeth arrived at Bognor 
last evening, to stay for a few days with 
the King and Queen while the Duke and 
Duchess of York are at Oslo, attending the 
marriage of the Crown Prince of Norway. 

The baby Princess arrived with her 
nurse on the 5.20 train, and was driven 
to Craigweil House. 

Almost immediately she arrived she was 
greeted by the Queen, and was afterwards 
taken up to the King’s bedroom, where 
the Princess joyously greeted her grand- 
father, whom she had not seen since the 
early days of his illness. 

The Queen this afternoon visited the 
Hon. Keith Turnour Fetherstonhaugh, at 
Petersheld, and returned to Craigweil 
House for tea. 7

FINAL TEST. 


A DIFFICULT 
WICKET. 


GOOD-BOW LING BY 
T. WALL. 


MELBOURNE, Thursday. 


The sixth, and up to the present tle 
most critical, day of the fifth and final 
Test meatch began full of possibilities for 
england. The weather was cloudy and 
cool, but the wicket was fast when Hobbs 
(ó) and Larwood (11). came out to con- 
tinue England’s second innings—the total 
standing at 18 for 1. ‘Wall and Horni- 
brook, Ryder’s usual pair, bowled the 
opening overs. oo 

The crowd of 4,000 provided an index to 
the increasing interest which is being dis- 
played in the closing stages of the match. 

In Wall’s second over of the day, 
Larwood, who had not improved on his 
overnight score, played back to a good- 
length ball, but was beaten and bowled, 
England's second wicket falling at 19. 

Unfortunately for England, the early 
wicket was.the result of the pitch -not play- 
ing so easily as had been anticipated, and 
the later batsmen would obviously have to 
go gingerly. i 

WALL'S BOWLING. 


Wail, moreover, bowled with penetrating 
accuracy, and his faster ball often went 
through off the pitch at a great speed. He 
had two slips, a man in the gully, a silly 
mid-on and silly. mid-off, the latter being 
placed ready to snap up any uppish-like 
defensive stroke, The ball nipped up se 
guickly sometimes that, the utmost care was 
needed to dvoid such strokes, 

Hobbs cracked Hornibrook away brilliantly 
for two 4's, and with a snick off Wall he 
sent up the 50 in 50 minutes. 

The cricket’ was vastly differént from the 
previous day. There was a note’ of aggres- 
sion struck both by Hammond and Hobbs. 

Hammond, however, was not the brilliantly 
dominating figure that has made such a mark 
in Test history. He did not relish the bowl- 
ing. The substitution of Fairfax for Wall at 
59 and the reappearance of Grimmett in 
place of Hornibrook at 
accentuated his discomfiture, and, 
happened, finally brought about his downfall. 


HAMMOND FAILS. 


The score stood. at 75 when, in trying to 
cut a rising ball from Fairfax, he missed it, 
and it went straight into the safe hands of 
Ryder at second slip. Hammond batted 44 
minutes tor 16, and his dismissal was a 
severe blow for “England.

SERIOUS POSITION 
IN FREE STATE.

WHY RACING IS ON 
DECLINE, 
DECI 


Important evidence as to the effect of 
taxation in the Free State on horse- 
breeding and horse-racing was given by 
Captain G. Martin on behalf of the Irish 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Association. at yes- 
terday’s sitting of the Betting Commission 
in Leinster House, Dublin, . i 

He expressed .the opinion that. the 
extermination or reduction -oÍ racing 1» 
Ireland would injure horse-breeding, 
which is a valuable industry, and that 
the export trade in horses would dis- 
appear. Breeding. could not go on without 
racing, and. racing. could “not. continue 
under present conditions. 


THE DECLINE IN RACING. 


RR“ 
- 


CAUSE OF SMALLER STAKES. 
Captain Martin stated -at the outsct 
that the taxation on betting had un- 
doubtedly. affected the attendance at 
racecourses, and had made it difficult or 
impossible for the racecourse executives 
to offer proper stakes. The facilities in 
the betting shops had further reduced 
the attendance on the courses. Thoso 
interested in racing and breeding agreed 
that the imposition of the tax on betting 
would hurt breeding because of the decline 
in racing. . . 

If, he proceeded, racing in Ireland is 
exterminated or greatly reduced, horse- 
breeding must suffer, and the export trade 
in horses would disappear. It appeared 
to be the wish of the Government to foster 
any real industry, and particularly any 
trade that was introducing capital to the 
country; but in every country, except 
Ireland and Great Britain, everything was 
being done to foster the horse-breeding 
industry, which could be made a vast 
source of wealth. 


A VALUABLE ASSET. 

As representing the breeders, as distinct 
from the owners, of raeeborses, he pointed 
out that the breeding industry was a valu- 
able asset to this country. The annual 
returns from it were very considecable. 
The stud farms, he suggested, represented 
in capital value of Jand and animals 
several millions of pounds. Jt was one of 
the greatest industries of their country 
for the introduction of new capital 
annually. Stud farms had two thousand 
thoroughbred brood mares, value for ono 
million pounds. Their produce in yearlings 
of, say, one thoudand yearly realised half 
a million pounds a year. 

Everything, in his opinion, as a conse- 
quence should be done by the Government 
to foster the breeding of bloodstock owing 
to the amounts fetched by the produce of 
brood mares, such as they did im centres 
in Great Britain. 


DONCASTER PRICES. 

The Chairman asked if they would fetch 
those terms if they remained in Ireland 

The witness replied that they would 
fetch a certain amount if sent into 
training, but as yearlings they would 
never fetch what they would at Doncaster, 
which, in his opinion, was an abnormal 
market for that class of bloodstock. It 
was his experience that they would fetch™ 
on an average about £2,000. each. 

The horses in training in Ireland, 
Captain Martin pointed out, numbered 
1.400, and their value would be £560,000, 
while the amount spent upon them in 
forage and labour was at least £400,000 
per annum. At the Doncaster Sales alone 
200 Irish yearlings realised roughly a 
quarter of a million pounds annually, 
wh''> those sold each year at the Dublin 
Angust Sales for export principally 
realised £150,000 annually.. The sales of 
mares, yearlings and foals at the New- 
market Sales average £200,000 per annum, 
and the private. sales of thoroughbreds 
which could be traced amounted to about 
half a million pounds annually. 

A GROWING TRADE. 

His estimate of the’ value derived from 
the export of Irish-bred horses annually 
was one and a half million pounds. It 
was a continually growing trade, an? the 
fame of Ireland for its breed of horses 
was becoming more and more generally 
known. 

The breedera in Ireland, he declared, 
used the racecourse as the shop-window 
in which to display their warés, and it 
was by their performance on the race- 
course that the merits of the animals 
could be proved. Breeding, he contended, 
could not go on without racing, and 
racing could not go en under present 
conditions. Practically every country had 
schemes for the encouragement of 
breeders. .France, Germany and New 
Zealand took a portion of the amount 
realised on the racecourse to add to the 
stakes for which breeders contest, but in 
Ireland and England alone had it béen 
possible to continue to improve the breed 
of animals and the breeding industry 
without Government aid.

“Tt would undoubtedly,” was the 
answer of the witness, who- expressed the 
opinion, in reply to Mr. T. W. Bennett, 
that betting was a necessary concomitant 
of racing.

NORTHERN IRELAND 


PASSED IN AMENDED 
FORM. 


In the House of Lords yesterday the 
Northern Ireland Laud Bill, which amends 
ihe Act of 1925 by postponing the appointed 
day and the provision consequential thereon, 
was read a third time and. passed, with cer- 
tain slight amendments. 

Lord Desborough pointed out that the 
amendments dealt with compensation to be 
paid.to tenants and landlords resuming posses- 
sion under the powers they had under other 
Acts of land which might become building 
land oWing to the development in the neigh- 
bourhved of towns. Lord Buckmaster had 
fully approved of the amendments, and Lord 
Carson, who was ill, had empowered him to 
say that the amendments had his full con- 
cordance and support. Lord Buckmaster 
explained that he had been approached 
by certain representatives of tenants in 
Northern Ireland, who pointed out that the 
bilt, as it stood before the third reading, 
might prove a hardship to tenants who held 
land which was likely to have building value. 
He pointed out that the time was fate for 
raising this matter, but he approached Lord 
Carson, who, with his natural readiness to 
consider anything under which he thought 
anyone Was being unfairly treated, took up 
the matter. The Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland himself took the trouble to see if 
this matter could be adjusted, and came over 
to England for the purpose of trying to give 
effect to the arrangements which might remove 
some of the grievances. These amendments 
represented what he had proposed. 

A GENEROUS EFFORT. 

Lord Buckmaster added that, although he 
did not think that the amendments would 
cover the whole of the cases that the tenants 
put forward, he thought that thev represented 
a generous attempt to settle this thing at 
the last moment, 

The bill was then read a third time, and, 
in its amended form, was passed, 

In the House of Commons, the Unemploy- 
ment Ifsurance (Northern Ireland Agreement) 
Bill was read a third time without discussion.

A DEMOCRATIC CHURCH. 


SERMON BY THE REV. DUDLEY 
FLETCHER. 


On Sunday last the Rev. Dudley Fletcher 
preached at  Harold’s Cross Parish 
Church,. Dublin. In the morning he 
took as his subject, ‘‘A Democratic 
Church.” In his opinion, he said, 
the Church of Ireland was the finest national 
institution which Ireland can boast of, and 
one of which every Irishman should be proud, 
whatever his creed might be. It was an 
aucient Church, coming down from the first 
planting of Christianity in this island. It was 
Catholic in its possession of the Catholic 
Scriptures, creeds, liturgy, and other charac- 
teristics of the universal Church. It was 
modern, ‘because it moved with the times, and 
was not ashamed to grow, like its Master, in 
wisdom, and to confess its ignorances as wel] 
as its sins and negligences. Why should 
any individual or Church be ashamed or 


afraid to change a false opinion for a true 


one if there was good reason for doing so! 

What the Reformation really meant, as the 
Reformers themselves expressed it, could 
clearly be seen by anyone who would go to 
the trouble of reading the prefaces in the 
Prayer-book, especially the original preface oí 
1549. There was really very little of inno- 
vation, and nothing, at all of heresy. A 
Roman Catholic attending any of their Ser- 
vices, or reading the Prayer-book, would find 
nothing in them which was not his own 
religion ; and the same might be said of Pro. 
testant Nonconformists, who now used the 
English Liturgy to a large extent. 

ar Constitution, Mr. Fletcher, continued, 
is thoroughly democratic. Every man and 
woman of twenty-one years of age is entitled 
to vote for the members of the Select Vestry, 
the parish committee of management, for the 
representatives to the Diocesan Synod, and 
for the parochial nominators, who have an 
important voice in the appointment of their 
pastor. The Diocesan Synods appoint their 
representatives to the General Synod of the 
whole Church, and also their bishop. Al! 
onr proceedings are published to the world. 
In short, the Church of Ireland is a micro- 
cosm, or example on a small scale of what a 
free, democratic and independent Trish nation 
ought to be, and, please God, will be. 

In striking contrast with this national and 
democratic Church is the Donstitution of the 
Roman Church in Ireland. In August. 1927, 
a so-called National Synod was held at May- 
nooth. Only bishops were admitted. Everv 
member was sworn to secrecy. No report of 
the proceedings has been published so far 
They have been sent to Rome to be censored 
and revised by a committee of Italian Cardi- 
nals, and what they decree must be the law 
for clergy and people alike in Jreland.

MISSION TO LEPERS. 


The Molesworth Hall was crowded to the 
doors yesterday afternoon on the occasion of 
the annual meeting of the Mission to Lepers. 

The report stated that the receipts for the 
year amounted to £5,339 6s. 11d.. a slight 
decrease on the sum for the previous year; 
on ‘the other hand, legacies and special gifts, 
£1,135 and &458 respectively, show a sub- 
stantial increase. The number of Fá mye in 
the care of the Mission, or hel in some 
manner, is now upwards of 10,000 lepers and 
children. 

The Very Rev. R. K. Hanna, D.D., who 
presided, said that there are more than a 
million lepers in the world, and of that vast 
number almost 250,000 are to be found in 
India alone. . | 
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Dr. O'Higgins, the Government Pa 
date for North Dublin, was held at the junc- 
tion of Middle Abbey street and Sackville 
street, Dublin, last night. Some attempts at 
interruption were made by a ‘Small section 
of the crowd. 

THE CANDIDATE. 

Dr. O’Higgins said that he would call on 
the decent men and women in Dublin to rally 
to the standard of ‘those who stood between 
them and the alliahce of tyranny,  destruc- 
tion, and wpeckers of homes. They “should 
take up the challenge and rally around the 
standard for which he stood—that of the 
party which would bring prosperity to the 
city and country. He was proud to have 
allied against him the gunmen and represen- 
tatives of Bolshevism, because he was assured 
of the support of all decent people in Dublin.

“we will stand up to them and we will lick 
them.”

FREE STATE CENSUS OF 
PRODUCTION.

LAUNDRY, DYEING AND 
CLEANING TRADES. m' 

In a preliminary report issued by the Free 
State Department of Industry and Commerce 
under the Statistics (Census of Production) 
Act of 1926, there are some interesting 
details in connection with the laundry, 
dyeing and cleaning trades. 

The total number of persons, including 
those in 37 institutions (convents. peniten- 
tiaries, female industrial schools, etc.), stated 
to be ‘industrial workers at laundry, dye- 
works, etc.,” as distinet from clerical and 
managerial staff, was 5,500 in the year 1926. 
There was a small amount of hand laundry 
work done, in respect of which figures were 
not available, 

The total value of work done by the 43 
establishmenté’ whose output is included in 
the report was £470,476, The total amounts 
paid in salaries and wages in those establish- 
mente were as follows :-~Salaries, £48,(41, or 
12.9 per cent. ; wages and earnings, £192,775, 
or 51.0 per cent. 

There were in the 43 concerns referred to 
338 persons engaged on the managerial and 
clerical staffa and 2,521 wage-earners; 79

Mr. O'Connell, Labour leader, also said 
that he was inclined to vote against the 
bill, more especially in view of the changed 
method of election to the Senate, 

THE MISSING WHIP, 

Mr. Lemass reminded the Government 
that they had made the sacredtiéss of the 
Constitution a foremost plank in the last 
election, and added that the interests of 
the Cumann na nGaedheal Party was now 
so lacking that the members of that party 
would not even reinain in the Chamber 
to maintain a quorum, He called for a 
count, and members trooped in quickly, 
among them the Fianna Fail Whip, Mr. 
Gerald Boland, and some of his party, 
who grinned sheepishly when they realised 
what had happened. 

Mr. Lemass, fesuming, said that under 
the provisions of the bill the President 
would have power to appoint King George.

Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, reminded deputics that no member 
of the Senate could become a member of 
the Executive Council unless his nomina- 
tion by the President were approved by the 
Dail. No one would deny that in the 
United States and Germany they had 
countries which were under full demo- 
cratic control, and in these countries they 
had members of the Senate nominated 1 
the Executive. Council. At the present 
moment there was nothing to prevent a 
number of Senators from being appointed 
Extern Ministers, but they would not 
have the right of audience in the Dail. 
Mr. O'Hanlon (Independent) saw in the 
bill “ constitutionalism gone mad.” 

President Cosgrayé, wound up the debate, | 
fnd said that there should be fo bar to 
the inclusion in the Executive Council of 
a Senator whose administrative. capacity 
might be of considerable benefit. That, 
was evidently what was in the minds of 
the framers of the Constitution. The 
second reading of the bill was carried by 
63 votes to 48. 7

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IMPOSTOR SENT TO 
PRISON, 


NEGLECTED WIFE AND CHILD 
FOR NINE YEARS. 

The story of a man who had given his wife 
£8 in nine years for her support was told in 
the Swords District Court on Monday, before 
Justice Reddin, when Francis Barton (30), 
who gave his address as Balbriggan, was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour, on a charge of neglecting 
his seven years old child, Elsie Barton. 

Mr. David Magner, Inspector of the 
National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, Drogheda, deposed: that during 
the past six months Mrs. Barton had 
frequently complained to witness that she 
was not getting any money from her husband, 
whose whéreabouts she did not know. The 
witness was lookifig for the accused man for 
the past six or seven years. 

Mrs. Barton deposed that since ehe was 
married to the a¢eused man in 1920 he had’ 
viven her about £8 altogether towards the 
support of her child and herself. The witness 
had ‘been working herself, and depended on 
the help of her friends for support. 

Superintendent O'Halloran, asking that the 
full penalty should be imposed on Barton, 
eaid that he was an impostor. He had been 
living in Dublin with other women for the 
past eight or nine years, and had not made 
any attempt to provide for his wife and 
child. 

The accused man asked for a chance, and, 
taking a handkerchief from his pocket, com- 
menced to cry. 

The Justice—There is no use behaving like 
a woman; it does not impress me. 

Continuing, Justice Reddin said that the 
accused man ought to be ashamed of himself. 
He (the Justice) could see nothing in the. 
cizxoumstances of the case. which would justify 
any leniency. 

The actused man again asked for a chance, 
and. the Justice replied: ‘If you had done 
anything to keep in touch with your wife and 
child I should have given you a chance. 
sentence you to three calendar months’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour.’’

The 
trader whose function it was to buy ‘ana 
sell had to consider, not only prices, but tic 
cost of handling from the moment he ough 
till he had sold and was paid, The Associa- 
tion had continually protested against the 
imposition of pen-dues, which were originally 
stated to be merely temporary, but were now 
a permanent impost. Freights, too, were 
now out of all proportion to pre-war charges, 
and must be brought down to a more reason- 
able scale if the cattle trade was to have a 
faiy deal in competition with the rest of the 
world. 

So far as internal transit was concerned, he 
was pleased to state that the Great Southern 
Railways authorities dealt with them in a 
business-like way. Mr. Floyd, the manager, 
met them in the proper spirit, knowing that 
the prosperity and encouragement of the 
cattle trade were the chief assets of. that 
carrying company. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH: DISEASE. 

One of the outstanding difficulties of the 
trade was the periodic outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease in Great Britain with con- 
sequent closing of certain ports. where Trish 
cattle were usually landed and kept 
for some time in detention. This had some 
times “been followed: by compulsory slaughter 
of the cattle detained there, without conrpen- 
sation for the owners. ‘That procedure had 
caused an enormous amouut of inconvenience 
and loss, but thanks to the efforts of this and 
other cattle trade organisations, with the 
Sympathetic assistance of the Minister for 
Agricuiture and of their friends in the Daz: 
and Senato a scheme was now in operation 
which had put av end to the former dread of 
wholesale confiscation of the cattle-traders’ 
property. 

The Association had heen active during the 
year, through deputations and correspondence 
in securing consideration of their views on 
such matters as foot-and-mouth disease, re 
strictions and the opening of ports, railway 
rates and facilities, cheap fares for cattle- 
traders, better hotel accommedation, and 
many other matters. In conclusion, the Chair- 
man paid a tribute to the work of the Vice 
Chairman, Mr. John Leonard, and of the 
Secretary, Mr. John P. MacAvin. 

ATTITUDE OF BANKS. 

Senator John J, Counihan said that the im. 
eo pane in their trade in the spring of 
ast year caused the directors of the joint 
stoek banks to be more liberal with accom- 
modation to their farming and cattle trade 
ciients, with the result that most of the land 
in the grazing counties was well stocked last 
season. This helped to increase their output 
for export, with satisfactory results. It was 
a matter of extreme satisfaction for them 
that the ‘‘ despised bullock ” was responsible 
for the £2,000,000 reduction in their adverse 
trade balance. 

But while they hal done letter than in pre- 

vious years, he was of opinion that the cattle 
trade was far from being in a prosperous con- 
dition, and if they wanted to hold their place 
in the British markets they must improve 
their methods sf handling aud market- 
ing their stock, The value of their 
trade in live-stock could be enormously 
increased if they had better organisation for 
marketing, and if they had cheaper and 
more efficient transport. 

Something could also’ be done in the wavy 
of acvertising. 

Railway freights were still more than 200 
per cent. over pre-war charges for live-stock, 
and it was not only in the case of live-stock 
that more exorbitant charges were piled on, 
but in practically every article of goods that 
they exported or imported. The freight on 
feeding-eakes from Leith to Dublin was 28s. 
9d. per ton, and from Leith to Continental 
ports if was 10s. per ton. 

IRELAND VICTIMISED. 

It seemed that Ireland, North and South. 
was the only country victimised bv the 
shipping combine. The British Chamber of 
Shipping atated last year that their oversea 
freights were now only 16 per cent. over 
pre-war rates, and if they compared 
that statement with the freights they had 
vO pay, it showed that this ocuntry was ovee- 
charged more than one million of money by the 
shipping combine, all of which went out o1 
the country without even any income tax 
ou the enormous profits. | 
Mr. Matthew Bruton said that it was 4 
pity that. the importance of the Irish cattle 
trade as a national asset was not more gene- 
tally realised.

THE TRANSFER OF SCHOOLS. 

The Minister of Finance formally moved 
the Vote on Account. 

Mr, O'Neill (Nationalist). proposed a re- 
duction of £1,000 in order to elicit fruther 
ii fcrmation from the Minister on various 
matters of administration. 

Proceeding, he said in regard to education, 
that there was an increase of £100,000 in the 
estimate, and he would like to draw attention 
to the fact that at least half of those in- 
tcrested in education would receive no benefit 
from this additional fact. Fifty per cent. of the 
people were in a worse position in regard to 
education than they were formerly; half the 
schools in Northern Ireland had not been 
transferred. 

Minister of 
business. 

Mr. O’Neill~I quite understand that. Are 
you going to compel people against their 
conscience to transfer their schools. This is 
not a matter for one Church only; if they 
do not transfer, do you suggest that they 
should be coerced 7 

Minister of Finance—We do not interfere 
with their education. 

Mr. O'Neill, continuing, said that the time 
had arrived when all schools should be put 
upon the same footing as far as grants were 
concerned for equipment and building. The 
fact that such a large number of schools had 
not been transferred alter the Act was six 
years in operation was an indication that 
there was some very good reason for not 
transferring. 

THE INCOME TAX. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) said that the Go- 
vernment, although it had power under the 
Government of Ireland Act to reduce income 
tax, had not done so. ‘Their traders had 
suffered, and mills had been closed without 
anv effort being made to hein them. 

Proceeding, Mr. Collins criticised the policy 
of the Ministry of Home Affairs, and declared 
that the policy of arresting Mr, de Valera wes 
a bad one. 

Mr. Devlin said that the Education Act had 
caused the “most ~ profound dissatistaction 
amongst the religious sections for whose ad. 
measure was ~passed. -The 
action of the Northern Government on the 
question of the education of Catholie childve 
was unjustifiable and could not be defended. 

REPLY FOR THE MINISTRY. 

Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C. (Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education) 
denied that the Education Act had been a 
failure. The education was as good as it 
was before; buildings and school attendances 
were much better. [Poor children got hooks, 
clothes and meals, and there was medical 
inspection. 

Mr. Robb. said that Mr. Devlin claimed 
that the Cathdlie schools should be put on 
the same footing as public schools, but he 
pointed out that when two-third grants were 
given fot new’ buildings, it. was only right 
that some share of control should be given 
under ‘‘four and two ” committees. 

Mr, Beattie (Labour) said that a reciprocal 
arrangement between the Northern Govern- 
ment and the Free State regarding unemploy- 
ment benefit should be eutered into, so that 
workers crossing the border would be 
entitled to benefit. Considering the state of 
destitution in which many of their people 
lived, it was ridiculous that large sums 
should be expended every year for the main- 
tenance of the castles at Hillsborough and 
Stormont.

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OXFORD ROW A GREAT 
TRIAL. 


The Prime Minister watched the Oxford University 
crew row the full course from Putney to Mortlake 
yesterdyy, when they accomplished their best 
performance during training so far. The Dark 
Blues’ time for the journey was 19 minutes 13 
seconds. ‘The crew showed exccllent form during 
the trial, and on three occasions were paced by 
scratch eights. The time for yesterday's row com- 
pares very favourably with that of last Saturday, 
when Oxford, on the flood tide, rowed the course in 
20 minitites 21 seconde. In last year’s. race 
Cambridge won in 20 minutes 25 seconds; while 
the reeerd established by Oxford in the 1911 fate 
is 18 minutgs 29 seconds.

Mr. R. H. Wilkinson, the sewior dairying 
inspector for Northern Ireland, in the course 
of an address to the members of the — 
miletown Dairy Society, on the present 
tion of the Eois, industry in No 
Ireland, said that 1 had been an is 
tional one for the butter trade, but that did 
not explain the difference of ód. per lb. be- 
tween the Irish butter and Danish. The 
normal difference was 1d. 
was due to the break in the supply of Irish, 
and the difference of ód. per Ib. could enly 
be accounted for by loose selling methods. 

There had been a great falling off in the 
supply of milk, and whereas - nearly all 
countries competing with them were in- 
creasing their butter output, the Irish supply 
was declining. They almost imported more 
butter than they exported. Approximately 
they only produced enough butter to supply 
their own needs for three months out of 
the twelve. 


A MELANCHOLY FACT. 

That was a melancholy fact. Competition 
from abroad was likely to increase. 
own colonies were making strong efforts to 
increase their output, and were very formid- 
able competitors. Two countries, Esthoma 
and Latavia, since 1922 had erected no less 
than eight hundred creameries, and these 
countries were exporting butter to Great 
Britain in ever increasing quantities. It was 
nonsense for them to talk of winter dairying 
until their summer dairying was piaced upon 
a profitable level and all the energies of their 
dairy societies should be directed to this end. 


THE REMEDY. 

The only remedy lay in the improvement of 
their grass lands and the increase in the milk 
supply. Their problem was that the smal] 
farmer should be able to produce feeding 
for his cows for forty weeks of the year in- 
stead of between twenty-five and thirty 
weeks, and if they did this they had a market 
at their very door in Belfast, as there was 
butter imported into Belfast every month of 
the year.

TO IMPROVE HEALTH OF 
SCHOOL CHILDREN.

COUNTY LOUTH SCHEMES. 

Schemes to improve the health of school 
children in County Louth are being perfected 
by the Louth Board of Health, and all of 
them will be in operation within a few weeks. 

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment has sanctioned the provisions being 
made for the opthalmic treatment of school 
children. Under this scheme the Board has 
appointed Dr. Connolly to attend children 
who are recommended by the school nurses 
as needing treatment of the eyes. Hospital 
treatment also will be afforded and a scheme 
for dental treatment is being arranged. It 
is proposed that dentists should visit the 
towns of Ardee, Drogheda and Dundalk under 
the scheme, and that the children of poor 
parents should be attended free. 

The further use of ultra violet. ray treat- 
ment for patients who have left hospital is 
also being dealt with; and, on the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Musgrave, the Board has 
decided that in cases where the patients re- 
quire further treatment, and are unable 
to pay the cost of rail or ’bus to the Ardee 
Hospital, the matron of this _ institution 
should be empowered to advance the neces- 
sary money. A feature of this scheme will 
be that the hospital proper will be left avail- 
able for more urgent cases, 

Under the immunisation scheme against 
diphtheria more than 750 children, mainly 
in Dundalk urban and Dundalk rural districts, 
have been treated and much success is 
claimed for this. It is the intention of the 
medical authorities in the county to com- 
mence a further campaign before the 
approach of winter,

FREE FLIGHTS FOR 
SCHOOL CHILDREN, 


AIKRMAN’S FORTHCOMING 
VISIT TO DERRY. 

At a meeting of the Londonderry Chamber 
of Commerce a letter was received from Sir 
Alan Cobham with reference to his flving 
tour round the British Isles this summer, and 
urging the Chamber to take an interest in 
the provision of a municipal landing ground 
in Londonderry. 

Mr. John McVeigh. said that eventually 
action would have to be taken on the lines 
indicated. It was a matter for the Corpora- 
tion. 

It was decided to send a reply to Sir Alan, 
assuring him of the Chamber’s support, and 
that they would do all they could to facilitate 
his scheme for the use of aircraft in develop- 
ing trade. 

At a meeting of the Londonderry Education 
Committee a “letter was received from Sir 
Alan, offering free flights to school children 
and their teachers on the occasion of his 
forthcoming visit to the city. 

Councillor Callaghan said that be was not 
against the scheme, but he would like to 
ensure that the flights were not utilised for 
anything in the nature of education in mili- 
tarism. 

The Secretary, Councillor Cochrane, and 
the Dean of Derry said that they understood 
that the objects of the flights were purely 
commercial and educative, 

When it was suggested that a teacher 
should accompany the children on each flight, 
the Dean said that it was questionable 
whether they would find enough teachers to 
do that, as some of them might he more 
nervous than the children. 

A resolution was passed approving of the 
scheme, and agreeing to give it adminis- 
trative co-operation, and also thanking the 
promoters for including Derry in the scheme,
